SFAF Asks Salvation 
Army To Cater 
Thanksgiving Dinner

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation is negotiating 
with the fire-and-brimstone Salvation Army, a long¬ 
time adversary of the gay and lesbian community, to 
cater the non-profit group’s annual Thanksgiving 
Dinner this November. 

The AIDS Foundation recently contacted the 
Salvation Army for help, after it learned that the Hyatt 
Regency Hotels corporation had declined to site- 
sponsor or help provide food service preparation for 
the meal this year, as it had for an estimated 2,500 
clients for the last two years. 

The Salvation Army has been under fire by city 
officials and gay activists for some time because it 
discriminates in housing against lesbian and gay fam¬ 
ilies, said a spokesman for Mayor Frank Jordan. 

In 1993, the Salvation Army turned down a large 
SF Department of Social Services contract for ser¬ 
vices through its 9th Street-based Gateway 
Transitional Housing Project, rather than be required 
as a city contractor to abide by the city’s non-discrim¬ 
ination ordinance and provide housing to a lesbian 
homeless couple, Jordan aide Robert Oakes told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

“The Salvation Army opted not to take the funds 
rather than not discriminate. Mayor Jordan feels that 
it is wrong to discriminate against people based on 
their sexual orientation. It was a clearly discriminato¬ 
ry act, and Mayor Jordan opposes that kind of bias 
and has spoken out about it,” Oakes said. 

“It would be a big mistake for the AIDS 


Foundation to even associate with an organization that 
does not support the city’s anti-discrimination hous¬ 
ing policy,” said gay activist John Wood. 

The 1993 incident did happen, said Bill Wilkinson, 
an openly gay Salvation Army community advisory 
board member, but that was the past and won’t happen 
again. The Gateway manager who made the decision 
to turn down the funds is no longer in the Salvation 
Army - and the shelter program routinely houses les¬ 
bian and gay single parents and will comply with all 
city contract requirements, including housing discrim¬ 
ination provisions, Wilkinson said. 

“The Army has a policy of non-discrimination in 
the services it provides,” Wilkinson said. The owner 
of Greenleaf Produce, Wilkinson pointed out the SA 
“houses people with AIDS and provides a variety of 
rehabilitation and emergency counseling, food, and 
shelter services without regards to sexual orientation.” 

Scaled back to 500 

Although plans for Thanksgiving festivities are not 
finalized, AIDS Foundation director Pat Christen told 
the Bay Area Reporter the Salvation Army has been 
approached about catering a drastically scaled-back 
reservations-only event that will be limited to only 
500 clients of Shanti Project, the AIDS Health Project, 
and The AIDS Foundation. 

“To be fair, the people who contacted the Salvation 
Army did not know about this [1993] incident. 
Frankly, had I heard about the incident, I would have 
made inquiries about the decision-making process of

Phelps calls for federal intervention 

Plastics Bomb Explodes 
At Fred Phelps Compound 


Dole to Gay GOPs: You 
Can’t Buy My Friendship! 

National Log Cabin director 
bemoans 'such hypocrisy'

Authorities have confirmed the 
explosion of at least two bombs at 
the compound housing the 
Reverend Fred Phelps Sr. in west 
Topeka, Kansas on August 20, but 
they discount the suggestion that 
Phelps was the specific target. 

Phelps, well-known across the 
country for his abrasive and some¬ 


times violent pickets against gays, 
lesbians, and people living with 
AIDS, contends the bomb was 
meant as a threat to him and his 
work through the Westboro 
Baptist Church. On Tuesday, 
August 22 he called on the U.S. 
Justice Department to investigate 
the explosion, saying local police 
and fire investigators only “wink” 
at his complaints of violence 


against him and his followers. 

In a statement to Topeka police 
chief Gerald Beavers, Phelps said, 
“Crimes committed against us 
apparently go uninvestigated 
while your corrupt officers drive 
around with anti-Phelps signs on 
their cars and plot the filing of 
lying reports exonerating crimi¬ 
nals and implicating innocent

Delegates to a national Log 
Cabin Federation convention in 
Cincinnati last weekend criticized 
presidential candidate Robert 
Dole for returning a $1,000 con¬ 
tribution from the gay 
Republicans. 

The 10,000-member group’s 
executive director, Richard Tafel, 
charged Dole, the U.S. Senate 
Majority Leader, with appeasing 
the religious right faction of the 
Republican Party. He said Dole 
was given the check in May at a 
party function supporting the 
Ryan White AIDS bill. 

The Detroit News Friday 
revealed Dole himself was aware 


of the group members’ sexual ori¬ 
entations, but a Dole spokesman 
said officials within the campaign 
did not know the Log Cabin 
Federation had contributed money 
in support of his presidential bid. 

“Part of me is saying they 
think we can just be written off,” 
Richard Tafel, the Log Cabin’s 
national executive director, told 
the Cincinnati Enquirer. “He 
knows we are a gay Republican 
organization, and he knew it when 
he took the check. 

“It’s such hypocrisy.” 

Delegates at a convention 
reception Friday night at the Taft 
Museum were critical of Dole’s 
move.

Dunne to a turn in court: 

Transsexual Gets Job Bias Hearing

The California State Department of Industrial 
Relations has ordered an investigatory hearing to 
determine whether Bay Area transgender sheet metal 
foreman Bobbie Dunne is the victim of job-related 
bias. 

Although discrimination against transgendered 
individuals is not against state labor laws, DIR direc¬ 
tor Lloyd Aubry, Jr. reversed a lower departmental 
decision that Dunne had no claim, and ruled on 
August 11 that Dunne may have been the victim of 
discrimination because her co-workers incorrectly 
assumed that she was gay. 

State labor laws forbid discrimination in the work¬ 
place based on the perception or belief that an indi¬ 
vidual is gay. 

“They haven’t decided on a date for the hearing,” 
Dunne told the Bay Area Reporter. “But the director 
has ordered them to obtain sworn testimony. 
Hopefully, we’ll be able to submit a list of witnesses. 
It’s very extensive.” 

Aubry ordered that state labor discrimination rep¬ 
resentatives hold an investigatory hearing into 
Dunne’s 1993 bias claim against Foothill A/C, a Los 
Gatos-based air conditioning firm. 

According to her formal complaint, Dunne said co¬ 
workers informed her that another Foothill foreman 
had come to them and said that Dunne had female 
characteristics, was gay, probably had AIDS - and 
that it was unsafe to work near “him.” 

Dunne met with the owner of the company after 
the incident to try to assuage fears that she had AIDS 
and also clarify the fact that she was transsexual, and 
not homosexual. 

Dunne’s work situation continued to deteriorate 
with repeated instances of harassment and workplace 
abuse; after several attempts to rectify the situation, 


she filed the discrimination complaint with the state. 

Dunne underwent sex-reassignment surgery in 
November 1994. According to local experts, discrim¬ 
ination against transgendered individuals in employ¬ 
ment and housing is harsh and extensive. 

“It’s very common,” said Larry Brinkin, a discrim¬ 
ination representative with 
the Human Rights 
Commission. “Even before 
the city’s gender identity law 
took effect in January 1994,1 
mediated about 50 com¬ 
plaints a year and took a lot 
more calls.” 

The city’s gender identity 
law bans gender identity dis¬ 
crimination in housing and 
employment, and requires 
that city contractors not dis¬ 
criminate against transgender 
throughout their firms - 
whether in San Francisco or 
in branch offices around the 
country, Brinkin said. 

Dunne was on medical leave until recently, but 
has been certified by her union to go back to work. 
She will resume the sheet metal trade for a different 
company, she told the Bay Area Reporter, but worries 
her expertise may languish. 

“I’ll probably be working inside the shop on a 
machine and making widgets,” she laughed. “But I’m 
looking forward to it. It’s the appropriate next step.” 

Dunne said that she seeks back wages from the 
sheet metal company for discrimination, and may also 
pursue the case through a lawsuit. 

Three other cities - Seattle, Washington; Santa 
Cruz, California; and Minneapolis, Minnesota - have 
laws banning bias against transgendered people. ▼ 



Thalidomide: approved and available

AIDS patients with cachex¬ 
ia, a severe weight loss condi¬ 
tion, will now be able to use 
thalidomide for the syndrome 
in a compassionate use open- 
access protocol. On Monday, 
August 28 the Food and Drug 
Administration approved 
Synovir, the Celgene 
Corporation version of the 
controversial drug. 

Patients suffering weight 
loss in addition to opportunis¬ 


tic infections or cancers will 
also be allowed to enroll in the 
protocol, which is complemen¬ 
tary to the company’s placebo- 
controlled multi-center clinical 
trials with the drug. 

The drug was widely used 
outside the U.S. in the 1950s as 
a treatment for prenatal morn¬ 
ing sickness, but was blocked 
for use in America by a wary 
federal Food and Drug 
Administration. The drug later 
caused tragic birth defects in 
children of women who took 


the drug during pregnancy. 

The FDA was pushed to 
approve wider access to the 
drug by AIDS activists, includ¬ 
ing ACT UP/Golden Gate, and 
many AIDS patients have been 
buying the drug on the AIDS 
drug underground from 
buyer’s clubs around the coun¬ 
try. ▼

BiSF Cop Faces Trial 
On One of Three Sex Charges

Two felony charges of sexual 
misconduct under the color of 
authority against San Francisco 
police officer Donnie Cartwright 
were dismissed in Superior Court 
on Monday, August 28. However, 
Cartwright was bound over for 
trial on a felony sexual miscon¬ 
duct charge brought by a 13-year- 
old male. 

The teen had been detained at 
Mission Station when his mother 
was arrested on charges of 
shoplifting wine from a Mission 
area discount canned goods outlet 


in April. He alleged that 
Cartwright groped him before 
ordering him to strip, fondled his 
genitals, made comments about 
the size of his penis, and offered 
him cash to masturbate. 

The complaints surfaced after 
the youth reported the allegations 
to a Child Protective Services 
worker of the Department of 
Social Services. Cartwright, who 
his attorney Joe O’Sullivan 
acknowledges is bisexual, was 
suspended without pay last month 
after San Francisco District 
Attorney Arlo Smith brought 
charges in the case. 


The two other charges were 
brought by a 23-year-old Hispanic 
man who called police after 
Cartwright was arrested on the 
charges involving the minor. He 
told authorities that he and 
Cartwright had a sexual encounter 
in a local Burger King in 1993, 
after Cartwright pulled the man’s 
car over for a broken tail light. 

The dismissed charge alleged 
that Cartwright used the power of 
his authority to coerce the com¬ 
plainant to have sex in lieu of a 
ticket, but O’Sullivan told the Bay 
Area Reporter the incident was “a 
consensual sexual encounter.” ▼ 


Seattle Mike re-arraigned

A new trial date of October 30 has been set for 
Michael Rabb, 31, popularly known in the gay com¬ 
munity as “Seattle Mike,” after a mistrial was 
declared last week by Superior Court Judge Lee D. 
Baxter. 

Rabb is charged with robbing numerous San 
Francisco gay men after accompanying them home. 

After the mistrial was declared August 23, Rabb 


was re-arraigned the next day, and a hearing to set a 
trial date was held Tuesday, August 29. 

Brendon Conroy, Rabb’s court-appointed attorney, 
successfully used pre-trial publicity as a basis for 
excluding three prospective jurors who said they had 
read accounts of the case in the B.A.R. 

The jury subsequently hung up on a verdict, with 
nine members finding Rabb guilty of five felony 
counts and three jurors contending he was not 
guilty. ▼

The final tally is now in, and it 
shows the San Francisco Giants 
raised another $112,000 for the 
war against AIDS with their sec¬ 
ond “Until There’s A Cure Day” 
on Sunday, August 13. 

The total score for the past two 
seasons exceeds $227,000, which 
will go toward AIDS vaccine 
development and to six Bay Area 
AIDS organizations. 

The game against the Chicago 
Cubs - which produced the third- 
largest crowd of the season - fell 
just a little short in attendance and 
revenue compared to last year’s 
event, when 50,000 attended and 
revenue exceeded $115,000. 

Most of the money was raised 
through the Giants’ $l-per-ticket 
donation, plus sales of ‘The 
Bracelet’ (similar to POW 
bracelets) and t-shirts, according 
to Giants Executive Vice 
President Larry Baer. The money 
raised from game tickets totaled 
$32,512 this year; AIDS bracelets 
brought in $30,000; volume ser¬ 
vices (merchandise items) totaled 
$14,000; and individual donations 
produced another $11,040. 

Baer indicated funds will be 
presented to the Until There’s A 
Cure Foundation this month. That 
foundation, a non-profit agency 


with headquarters in Menlo Park, 
will channel 50 percent of the pro¬ 
ceeds to national AIDS vaccine 
development and 50 percent to be 
divided between Project Open 
Hand, UC San Francisco AIDS 
program at San Francisco General 
Hospital, AIDS Project - Contra 
Costa, San Mateo County AIDS 
Program, The Names Project High 


School Quilt Program in San 
Francisco, and La Clinica de la 
Raza in Oakland. 

“Hopefully [this event] will 
provide inspiration and hope for 
individuals living with HIV and 
AIDS, and also will motivate 
other businesses and cities to 
reach out and help in this cause,” 
he said. ▼

Alves officially began his stint 
on the high profile commission at 
its August 17 meeting, according 
to OOI spokesperson Christine 
Allen. He was named as first 
alternate by Alameda City

Pickettay Case Goes to 
Mediation in Alameda

The attorney of former Encinal 
High School track coach Alvin 
Pickettay is hoping that a media¬ 
tion session, scheduled for this 
week between Alameda Unified 
School District officials and the 
coach, will be the first and only 
meeting needed to resolve dis¬ 
crimination issues. 

“We hope to settle this [on 
Monday],” attorney Bruce 
Nickerson told the B.A.R. He and 
his client will ask the school dis¬ 
trict for $250,000 in compensation 
for stress and humiliation 
Pickettay suffered at work for 


being a gay man with AIDS. 

The trouble began when 
Pickettay’s role as an AIDS 
Project of the East Bay HIV edu¬ 
cator was featured in an April 6 
news article. After his own HIV 
status became known, Pickettay 
claimed he became the target of 
homophobic and AIDSphobic 
remarks by Encinal baseball coach 
Dave Saunders and athletic direc¬ 
tor Debbie Budd: Budd banned 
him from administering first aid, 
one student overheard Saunders 
state he was glad “that fag had 
AIDS,” and an Encinal vice princi¬ 
pal asked students if Pickettay had 
molested them. Eventually, 


although students and team par¬ 
ents rallied behind him, Pickettay 
quietly left his job at Encinal, 
where he ran as an “all-prep” on 
the track team just ten years ago. 

Pickettay’s T-cell count has 
fallen since the incidents and his 
resignation, according to 
Nickerson. 

The school district’s investiga¬ 
tion into Pickettay’s allegations 
found no wrongdoing. However, 
Nickerson told the B.A.R ., he will 
go into Monday’s meeting with 
four sworn statements in which 
students back up Pickettay’s alle¬ 
gations. “Equally wrong was the 
cover-up,” he said. T 


Continuum Uncertainty 
Prompts Migden Support

Supervisor Carole Migden introduced a reso¬ 
lution before the board of supervisors Monday, 
August 28 urging a China-based real estate syndi¬ 
cate to renew Continuum HIV Day Services’ 
lease at 10 United Nations Plaza. 

Although Continuum has an unblemished 
record as a tenant, the consortium of property 
owners, known as the 10 United Nations Plaza 
Association, has refused to extend a two-year 
sublease on the site, whose master lease is held by 
Union Bank. 

“We want to help Continuum,” Migden told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “We want the owners and 
the property management company to know that 
we support Continuum. They do good work, and 
we want them to renew the sublease.” 

Continuum is the first adult day health service 
in the country designed and licensed to care for 
people with AIDS. It provides a wide range of 
nursing, mental health, nutrition, social, indepen¬ 
dent living, and other on-site services to 75 
clients. 

Space for AIDS service agencies is difficult to 
rent, and Continuum has the additional problem 
of stringent state and federal facilities require¬ 
ments for licensed adult day health centers, psy¬ 
chologist and director William Glenn told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

“If they evicted us tomorrow, we may have to 
suspend services,” Glenn said. 

A legal battle for state funds was resolved two 
years ago, and MediCal now pays for almost 70 
percent of the adult day health services received 


by Continuum’s participants, many of whom have 
severe substance abuse and mental health diffi¬ 
culties in addition to being in varying stages of 
HIV disease. 

A meeting between the property management 
firm and Continuum will be scheduled, according 
to Glenn. 

Legal action possible 

Supervisors Ammiano, Leal, Bierman, Alioto, 
Shelley, and Kennedy have co-sponsored 
Migden’s resolution, which goes to Mayor Jordan 
for signing following its passage by the board. 

The agency’s legal advisors may also take 
action against the landlord over its refusal to 
renew the sublease, under anti-discrimination 
provisions of the Americans With Disabilities 
Act. 

Although the United Nations Plaza site - on 
Market Street between 7th and 8th streets - was 
assessed at a value of $15 million shortly after it 
was built in 1982, it was purchased for just $7 
million by the syndicate in 1991, according to the 
city assessor’s office. The property’s value has 
plummeted over the last decade due to deteriorat¬ 
ing social conditions in the drug, crime, and 
poverty-stricken area near the Civic Center 
BART station at the foot of the Tenderloin dis¬ 
trict. 

Other tenants at the site include the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, which recently 
leased 33,000 square feet in the building; a Social 
Security Administration branch office; temporary 
city offices; and a Carl’s Jr. restaurant on the 
ground floor. ▼

Wretched Refuse 



n this Labor Day week- 
! end we’d like to remind 
everyone that Attorney 
General Dan Lungren’s 
birthday is coming up 
next month. We mention it now 
because Lungren apparently does¬ 
n’t believe in the rights of all peo¬ 
ple in this country to labor equally. 
He is one of six attorneys general 
to file briefs in support of 
Colorado’s ugly Amendment 2, 
thereby throwing this state’s 
weight behind a ballot measure 
that allows gays and lesbians to be 
fired for no reason but their sexu¬ 
ality. He and Governor Pete 
Wilson say they understand the 
need to protect jobs - by demoniz¬ 
ing people of other nationalities, 
generally - but when real protec¬ 
tions are called for, they run from 
their responsibilities. 

We mentioned when Lungren 
first admitted the filing of that 
brief that we thought his birthday - 
September 22 - would be an excel¬ 
lent time for California gays and 
lesbians to call in queer to work. 
It’s the politically correct thing to 
do, and besides that, it’s a Friday. 

There may be a time and place 
for everything, but Governor 
Wilson sure has some odd ideas on 
that subject. He made his narrow 
vision of the future known 
throughout America last week by 
holding a press conference to bash 
immigrants and affirmative action 
- and, oh yes, announce his presi¬ 
dential aspirations - on the skirt of 
the Statue of Liberty and the cusp 
of Labor Day. The smirk he wore 
throughout the press conference 
proved that he knew it was an 
offensive juxtaposition of sym¬ 
bols; that was his point. 

“Does this bother you?” he 
seemed to say. “I’m not touching 
you. Am I bothering you?” 

And he is. His “Give me your 
tired and your poor and your 
wretched refuse and I’ll give you a 
campaign issue I can beat like a 
drum” is disgusting. He wants to

turn the Statue of Liberty into the 
Statue of Limitations, and it’s not 
inconceivable that he could do it. 

Speaking of obnoxious juxtapo¬ 
sitions, the nation’s gay 
Republicans met last week in what 
is arguably the nation’s least gay- 
friendly town, Cincinnati. That 
city, remember, passed its own lit¬ 
tle Amendment 2, which is exactly 
why the Log Cabin Club met there. 
Club members got a nasty shock in 
the middle of pumping gay dollars 
into the local economy, however, 
when they and everyone else 
found out that Bob Dole’s vision 
of this country doesn’t include any 
fags, whether they have money or 
not. 

But at least Dole’s wretched 
refusal was putatively honorable: 
he felt obliged to return money to 
those people with whom he is “100 
percent” in opposition - albeit, 
only after it was going to be public 
knowledge that he accepted it in 
the first place. And at least his 
campaign people were blunt 
enough to tell it like they see it. 
Wilson pandered his way through 
several dozen “A-gay” cocktail 
parties here and in West 
Hollywood during his first guber¬ 
natorial campaign. He took the 
money he got there, spent it, and 
then gave the finger to those peo¬ 
ple who expected an open hand. 

Log Cabin plans to ante up for 
Pete again this year, we hear. It 
remains to be seen if he keeps it. 
The justification for supporting 
him is that he is a “moderate,” 
which could only be true if every¬ 
one else in the race was a lunatic. 
... Um ... Okay, so even if it is 
true, it doesn’t seem sufficient rea¬ 
son to support him. 

The best thing to be said, we 
think, is that a crowded field is a 
messy field, and we expect to see a 
certain amount of GOP bodily flu¬ 
ids - mostly blood and sputum - 
spilt throughout the coming cam¬ 
paigns. ▼ 


Why I Left the 
Catholic Church

St. Louis, Missouri 

I embarked on a journey into exile as both 
an unlaicized Catholic priest and lover 17 
years ago. I left active ministry as a Jesuit 
priest and began to explore love and alter¬ 
native ministry as a priest on the margins of the 
Catholic Church. 

In the early days. Dignity, a gay/lesbian 
Catholic organization, challenged the Catholic 
bishops with a vision of inclusion and justice. 
In the last few years, Dignity has faltered from 
a lack of vision on the national level and a 
well-orchestrated plan to render it useless by 
the U.S. Catholic bishops. On a local and 
national level, Dignity has been unable to offer 
queer Catholics a vision of justice that com¬ 
prehended homophobia as embedded in 
misogyny or connected to racism, ageism, 
classism, etc. 

The Catholic Church is a dead institution. Its 
liturgies are necrophilic when they fail to include 
Catholic women and queers. Its theologies of 
sexuality are impoverished, promoting an anti¬ 
choice position, the secondary status of women, 
and the exclusion of queers. Its response to the 
AIDS pandemic has been too little and too late. 
Institutional necrophilia has numbed the 
Catholic Church to certain justice issues. 

Where are the Catholic voices? Jeanine 
Grammick and Robert Nugent have caved into 
the terroristic climate; they now involve them¬ 
selves with parents of gays/lesbians and lead 
tours to the Holy Land. Priests, nuns, and the¬ 
ologians have remained silent. The queer com¬ 
munity has too painfully discovered the truth 
of the ACT UP slogan “SILENCE = DEATH.” 
Where are the Catholic voices on the blessing 
of our unions and ordaining openly gay clergy? 

Where are the Catholic voices on 
Amendment Two? Two Catholic legal associa¬ 
tions have filed briefs with the Supreme Court in 
support of the infamous Amendment Two! The 
Quakers and several other religious organization 
have filed briefs against Amendment Two, but 
not the Catholic Theological Society of America. 
Where are the voices of their theologians? 

I prayed for discernment: whether to start a 
new movement to challenge Catholic homo¬ 
phobia or to leave altogether. I left. 

I investigated the Universal Fellowship of 
Metropolitan Community Churches (UFMCC) 
in St. Louis for the last two years and have been 
impressed by its commitment to social transfor¬ 
mation. The UFMCC is by no means the per¬ 
fect Christian community. It is growing and 
struggling with issues of racism, classism, eco¬ 
nomic oppression, etc, but it is generations 
ahead of Catholic Christianity with a vision of 
justice and compassion - and is, I believe, 
where queer Catholic Christianity needs to 
grow: its worship language is thoroughly gen¬ 
der-inclusive. Women participate in the full dis- 
cipleship of equals established by Jesus; they 
preside, preach, and participate in every level 
of leadership. As a Church, the UFMCC is pro- 
choice. It is actively developing a sexual theol¬ 
ogy embedded in a vision of justice and love. 

This spring I took the initial step of offering 
my theological and teaching expertise to 
Samaritan Institute for Religious Studies, which 
provides theological training for UFMCC cler¬ 
gy candidates. My offer was accepted, and I was 
immediately put to work to teach theology and 
sexuality in the dual enrollment program with 
Chicago Theological Seminary and invited to 
join a steering committee for Samaritan’s first 
theological conference in 1996. 

I spoke at the 17th General Conference of 
UFMCC, at the Awards Luncheon of Samaritan 
Institute, on the vision of the institute as a the¬ 
ological troublemaker providing a genuine sex¬ 
uality theology for the next century. At the end 
of the talk, I announced I would take the next 
step in my commitment to Samaritan by peti¬ 
tioning the UFMCC to accept the transferal of 
my Catholic clergy credentials. 

The next morning UFMCC founder 
Reverend Troy Perry said to me, “Welcome 
home!” 

I have ended my 17-year exile and found a 
home to learn, collaborate, and teach about the 
vision of justice-love of God’s reign. ▼

No complaints? 

Your August 3 article entitled “E. Bay AIDS 
House Faces Complaints About Food Regs” misrep¬ 
resents the services and staff at the Walker House, a 
housing program of the Ark of Refuge, Inc. Your pur¬ 
pose and mission for printing this article in your 
“Community News” section is questionable in addi¬ 
tion to the false accusations you made and implied. 
Your reporter Mary Ann Swissler on several occa¬ 
sions represented herself as working together with the 
Berkeley Law Center to “investigate” Walker House 
to the staff on the telephone and other service 
providers when she was not. The truth is Walker 
House staff is working together with the Berkeley 
Community Law Center. Your staff reporter never vis¬ 
ited the site she wrote about after being invited. 

Your scrutiny of this housing program has gone far 
beyond food and house rule complaints of residents. 
After ten years of service is this all that you would 
find about Ark of Refuge, Inc. that is time and news 
worthy? We are fully aware of those in this county 
who don’t want to see us operative or funded. They 
have manipulated residents and others on several 
occasions to discredit the agency and this housing 
program. Can this be another attempt to undermine 
and dismantle an African-American-headed agency? 
Isn’t it true that this paper has a history of publishing 
negative journalism about Alameda County agencies 
headed by African-Americans? Similar articles have 
been written about the now Office of AIDS director 
and other providers. Isn’t it true that you are more 
concerned about the budget we receive and our future 
funding than the residents and services? What is your 
mission? Where is your compassion for people living 
with AIDS? 

The staff at the Walker House is compassionate. It 
takes a great deal of compassion to serve our resi¬ 
dents. The typical client has multiple diagnoses (men¬ 
tal health issues, substance abuse problems, homeless 
and HIV/AIDS); requires board, care, and attendant 
support to avoid hospitalization; cannot or does not 
provide adequate meals for him or herself; cannot or 
does not meet ordinary personal hygiene standards; 
resists involvement with others or with programs for 
self-help; has moderately to severe mobility impair¬ 
ment, limited potentials for self-sufficiency, history of 
failure related to housing including violations of facil¬ 
ity rules, requires close supervision and guidance with 
medication and money management; abuses pre¬ 
scribed medication, alcohol or non-prescribed drugs; 
and has history of depression and suicidal ideations. 

It takes even more great compassion to be care¬ 
giver for a person living with end-stage AIDS, 24 
hours a day seven days a week (including all holidays 
and weekends with no difference in pay). The major¬ 
ity of our residents have no income when they come 
in (which is one of the requirements or rules that we 
have had to become flexible about). The Ark of 
Refuge, Inc. housing program is built on the philoso¬ 
phy that all people have a right to a clean, safe, and 
secure environment and that all affected persons have 
a right to compassionate and ethical treatment. 

Residents are not required to be dressed in street 
clothes by 9 a.m. Most of them go back to bed after 
breakfast unless they are leaving the house. They can 
dress the way that they feel comfortable. 

The Ark of Refuge, Inc. does have a nutritionist, 
who oversees food purchases and the dietary needs of 
the residents we serve. We take pride in the fact that 
our kitchen is always clean! 

No resident has ever been required to leave their door 
cracked open. We ask that the doors be unlocked. The 
average resident would be unable to sleep, rest in peace 
and feel safe with their door cracked open - our hallways 
are also always brightly lit. We have had residents who 
prefer, however, to sleep with their door open. 

It also takes organization and house rules to man¬ 
age a supportive, congregated living housing pro¬ 
gram. We are not just renting a room. People are liv¬ 
ing together here. People who don’t know each other. 
People who have had problems. People we want to 
help. We are required by the State Department of 
Social Services (under the authority cited in the 
Health and Code of the State of California) to orga¬ 
nize this housing program with a plan of operation 
that includes facility’s policies and rules related to 
everything. This litany of rules are particularly impor¬ 
tant when you seriously consider who we serve. Have 
we been singled out or are'you planning to write about 
all supportive housing programs? They all have rules. 
The rules we have used are based on models of sup¬ 
portive housing from several highly acclaimed 
sources. Our residents’ needs do come First. Many 
modifications have been made to serve them appro¬ 
priately. Additionally, our site is clean and open for 
inspection 24 hours a day. 

Correction: “One thing is clear: any PWA who 
moves to Walker House will find compassionate staff 
who have created and will provide a clean, safe and 
secure environment to call their home.”

[Mary Ann Swissler responds: The article was 
prompted by the phone calls / received from agencies 
and individuals over a period of approximately 10 
months before the Berkeley Community Law Center 
stepped in with its inquiry; the community Brown- 


Troutt purports to serve got the ball rolling. 

I had no motivation to present myself as an 
employee or volunteer of the BCLC during my half 
dozen or so conversations with Rev. Brown-Troutt or 
the Rev. Yvette Flunders; if 1 had, it’s more than likely 
that the error would have been pointed out by BCLC 
staff during one of the many ongoing sessions they 
had with Walker House. 

The “out of bed and dressed by 9 a.m. ” rule is 
clearly stated in the Walker House rulebook; Rev. 
Brown-Troutt herself explained that doors should be 
left slightly ajar at night for safety reasons; and 1 did 
make an unscheduled visit to Walker House. No one 
responded to my voice, which / am told can really 
travel, so 1 left after ten minutes.] 


A rare circumstance 

Voting for Roberta Achtenberg is an excellent way 
to exercise your franchise. It is not, however, a moral 
imperative. The political habits of the Republican 
Right apparently have trickled down to some of 
Roberta’s supporters, who prefer to demonize and 
belittle Willie Brown rather than carefully to examine 
the strengths and weaknesses of the two strong pro¬ 
gressive candidates who are running for mayor. 

According to these guardians of political virtue, 
gays and lesbians supporting Willie are either craven 
acolytes of the dread political “machine,” or naive 
dupes of a sinister con man who cannot be trusted to 
support our interests. Let’s get real: Willie Brown has 
a proven track record as an eloquent proponent of gay 
rights; funding for AIDS and breast cancer research; 
affirmative action; public education, and other causes 
important to our community. He is also a brilliant 
politician who revels in the tactical and strategic con¬ 
tests that inevitably confront all mayors of large, 
diverse cities. It is neither cynical nor misguided to 
believe that Willie Brown would make an excellent 
mayor of San Francisco. 

The rare circumstance of actually having a choice 
between two compelling candidates should be an 
opportunity for the gay and lesbian community to 
engage in a probing debate about how best to ensure 
that our beloved city survives and thrives in these pre¬ 
carious times. Both Willie and Roberta have made it 
admirably clear that they desire a contest of carefully 
considered ideas, not simplistic slogans. Let us use 
both candidates as examples, not as weapons with 
which to bludgeon one another.

Alice spurns Roberta 

On Monday, August 14, 72% of the membership 
of the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian & Gay Democratic 
Club voted to endorse Willie Brown for Mayor. On 
Tuesday, August 15, Roberta Achtenberg’s campaign 
responded to this event with somewhat bitter cyni¬ 
cism: 

“The people who voted for Brown are those who 
are entrenched in the community that Roberta is fight¬ 
ing against. More and more in the mayor’s race, club 
endorsements aren’t going to make a difference.” 

Fighting against us? Are we the enemy? 

We have always thought of Roberta Achtenberg as 
a friend. She has sought - and won - the endorsement 
of the Alice B. Toklas Democratic Club every other 
time she has run for public office. We supported her 
when she ran against John Burton for Assembly in 
1988. We supported her in 1990 when she successful¬ 
ly ran for the Board of Supervisors. We organized the 
efforts to elect her as a delegate to the 1992 
Democratic National Convention. We supported her 
efforts to gain an appointment within the Clinton 
Administration and underwrote the costs for her send- 
off party on Castro Street. 

But now, according to Roberta Achtenberg, clubs 
don’t matter. 

San Francisco’s network of community and neigh¬ 
borhood Democratic Clubs is unique. These organiza¬ 
tions - the “entrenched community” that Roberta 
Achtenberg refers to - have been the mechanism for 
the political empowerment of the lesbian/gay/bisexu¬ 
al community, feminists, people of color, neighbor¬ 
hood activists, organized labor, and environmental¬ 
ists. This network has built the coalitions, registered 
the voters, and inspired the vigorous grassroots debate 
that makes San Francisco the national bastion of pro¬ 
gressive politics. In 1994, this coalition successfully 
elected a diverse “Lavender Slate” of progressive 
candidates to the Community College Board and the 
Board of Supervisors. This “entrenched community” 
has paved the way for the political careers of people 
like Roberta Achtenberg. 

In her stump speeches, Roberta often decries “pol¬ 
itics as usual.” Sadly, her campaign is guilty of the 
worst kind of politics - negative sound bites and cyn¬ 
ical jabs that neutralize political participation. These 
tactics gave the nation Newt Gingrich. In San 
Francisco, they could give us another four years of 
Frank Jordan.

By ignoring other people’s rights to liberty - which 
means allowing people to have opinions different than 
yours among other things and to be secure in their 
property; which means not having thugs of either the 
right wing or the left wing trash your stuff - ACT UP 
invites and gives license to groups with a homophobic 
agenda to feel justified in any illegal and violent 
action against gays and lesbians. 

You might counter that homophobic groups 
already feel they have license, but similar to Martin 
Luther King’s fight for civil rights, the onus is on us, 
the queer minority, to show the straight majority that 
we can engage them in intelligent dialogue and show 
them the errors of their prejudice. 

The B A.R. should not dignify ACT UP’s actions 
with the emotional defense that they were fighting to 
prevent people from dying of AIDS or they were 
protesting Helms’s increasingly demented attacks on 
queers. Somehow I doubt anyone’s life was saved by 
their actions, nor do I think they stopped Helms’s 
homophobia. All they managed to accomplish is to 
alienate people who are fighting against AIDS and 
homophobia in a peaceful fashion. 

There are two ways to work outside the system: 
one way was outlined by Gandhi and Martin Luther 
King with peaceful civil disobedience. The other way 
is through violence and intimidation. Violence has 
never lead to genuine healing.

bviously worried that 
conservatives Pat 
Buchanan and Phil 
Gramm would eventu¬ 
ally make an issue of it, 
GOP presidential front-runner 
Bob Dole hurriedly - and very 
publicly - returned a $1,000 check 
last week to the gay/lesbian 
Republican Log Cabin Federation, 
a 10,000 member organization 
with chapters around the country. 
Although national Log Cabin 
President Rich Tafel produced a 
letter he had earlier received from

Dole’s campaign Finance director, 
John Moran, in which Moran 
wrote that “Senator Dole and I 
would appreciate any assistance 
you could give us in turning out 
your members” at a list of Dole 
fundraising events, an actual 
check from the gay club was 
apparently too risky for the Dole 
campaign. 

The Kansas senator, reacting to 
a couple of recent polls (particu¬ 
larly Iowa’s embarrassing straw 
poll and the one last week con¬ 
ducted by Time and CNN) that 
show him losing ground to the 
more conservative Gramm and 
Buchanan, is frantically scram¬ 
bling to enhance his relations with 
the radical right wing of the 
Republican Party. Claiming that 
the campaign had accepted the 
June donation “by mistake,” the 
Dole spinsters insisted that the 
senate majority leader would 
never have taken money from a 
group that supports positions he 
opposes, such as allowing gays in 
the military. A Dole spokesperson 
stated, “It’s our policy that we 
won’t accept contributions from 
groups that have a specific politi¬ 
cal agenda that’s fundamentally at 
odds with Senator Dole’s record 
and his views.” 

Tafel, who admits to attending 
a number of Dole fundraising 
events, told reporters he has had 
dealings with several senior Dole 
campaign officials who had 
solicited Log Cabin. “He knows 
we are a gay Republican organiza¬ 
tion,” Tafel noted, “and he knew it 
when he took the check [at a party 
function in May supporting the 
Ryan White AIDS Bill]. It’s such 
hypocrisy.” However, while happy 
to take personal checks from gay 
and lesbian Republicans, Dole’s 
people felt they couldn’t risk giv¬ 
ing opponents an opportunity to 
associate their candidate with an 
actual gay organization. 

Tafel, trying to explain Dole’s 
distancing himself from gay 
Republicans, said, “Dole is getting 
messages that he’s not right wing 
enough, then he gets word that he 
might be the first GOP presiden¬ 
tial candidate to accept money 
from a gay organization, so they 
panicked and said, ‘We don’t 
know who they are, and we’re giv¬ 
ing the check back.’” Tafel added, 
“The issue really is integrity. What 
will a person do to get elected 
president?” 

This writer might add that the 
“issue of integrity” as regards the 
Log Cabin Federation will very 
likely come up next year when, if 
as expected, Dole wins the GOP 
nod and Tafel and Co. dutifully 
step in line behind their nominee. 
What excuse will they then proffer 
for supporting Bob Dole’s White 
House bid? Frankly, I can’t imag¬ 
ine what it will be; I’m only sure 
that there’ll be one.

Sacramento and sent out thou¬ 
sands of fundraising letters. 
Incidentally, though state Attorney 
General Lungren’s fundraising let¬ 
ter claims that Lieutenant 
Governor Gray Davis is the most 
likely Democratic opponent, some 
of the top California checkbook 
Democrats are reportedly urging 
Senator Dianne Feinstein to 
“take a good look” at making the 
run. 

Feinstein could run for gover¬ 
nor without risking her Senate 
seat, which is not up for grabs 
until 2000. One well-known

And you might not take this 
item seriously, but her Hollywood 
publicist confirms that British 
actress Joan Collins, reportedly 
upset about the lack of law and 
order in her country, is “thinking 
very seriously” about running for 
Parliament next year, a la Glenda 
Jackson. 

Chastity Bono, the 25-year- 
old daughter of Cher and 
Representative Sonny Bono (R- 
Palm Springs), will be the featured 
guest at a September 30 gala in 
D.C. to benefit the Mautner 
Project for Lesbians with Cancer. 
Wouldn’t her anti-gay congress¬ 
man father make a fitting escort? 

A gay hunk in the Sacramento 
Assembly? Ken Yeager, the cur¬ 
rent president of the Santa Clara 
Community College Board of 
Trustees, is among the front-run¬ 
ners to represent a San Jose dis¬ 
trict next year. Yeager, a 
Democrat, needs help; campaign 
donations can be sent to Yeager 
for Assembly, 195 Stockton Ave., 
San Jose, CA 95126. 


Although investigators- don’t 
think a bomb caused the blast, the 
notoriously anti-gay Rev. Fred 
Phelps, who delights in picketing 
gay celebrities’ funerals (he was 
egged outside Randy Shilts’ ser¬ 
vice), has asked Attorney 
General Janet Reno to investi¬ 
gate as a civil rights incident a 
recent Sunday night explosion in 
his Topeka, Kansas church-resi¬ 
dence complex. Phelps suspects 
residents of nearby Sodom-and- 
Gomorrah, Kansas, did the deed. 

Speaking of homophobes, look 
for Orange County Represen¬ 
tative Robert Dornan’s doomed- 
from-the-start presidential cam¬ 
paign to come to a screeching halt 
within weeks. He’s flat broke and 
will likely endorse fellow traveler 
Patrick Buchanan. 

Tired of hearing about the O.J. 
Simpson case ad nauseam ? Well, 
too bad. Brace yourselves for a 
slew of books (many by jurors) 
that will hit the street after this one 
is over. Judge Lance Ito reported¬ 
ly even has one in the works. 

Though the GOP presidential 
nominee won’t be anointed for 
nearly a year, many in Washington 
are already taking bets on the 
Republican vice-presidential nom¬ 
inee, with N.J. Governor 
Christine Whitman said to be the 
favorite of many in the Dole 
camp.

Ipl obody said to me, “How 
can we read your vaca¬ 
tion column if you won’t 
go away?”

The other included 
basic black dress, stockings, 
make-up, jewelry, and pumps for 
my Wagnerian marathon beneath 
the Space Needle. This was going 
to be a proper femme dyke holi¬ 
day, by golly! 

With the Portland leg being a 
full day’s drive, heading out early 
is a must. Getting to 1-5 and up 
through the Sacramento Valley in 
the morning, before the consider¬ 
able heat of the day kicks in, is 
also a good idea. And so, I find 
myself once again making my way 
through the hills between Vallejo 
and Fairfield in the early morning 
light - reminded of being a pre¬ 
schooler sitting on my dad’s lap to 
help steer his yellow Dodge pick¬ 
up toward his country store in 
Solano County’s orchards. 

Family herstory 

Further inland and north, on 
highways not built till I was 
grown, I pass Colusa County 
towns where my mother taught in 
the five years between college 
graduation and marriage, flirting 
dangerously with the old maid 
range for someone of her class and 
era. I’m still after her for more sto¬ 
ries of her adventures as a single 
woman, and of the women friends 
who taught alongside her, now 
that the family has decided I’m all 


right again. Perhaps I need to 
remind her that while apples don’t 
fall very far from the tree, some of 
them can roll quite a ways after 
hitting the ground. 

Now the horizons fill with the 
geographic landmarks that never 
cease to fill me with wonder. The 
anomalous miniature mountain 
range of the Sutter Buttes. Mt. 
Lassen begins to appear north by 
northeast - the ring of volcanic 
shards impresses even before I 
remember they’re the caldera of 
old Mt. Tehama, which stood a 
full mile taller before blowing 
apart. Eventually, through the val¬ 
ley haze, snow-capped Mt. Shasta 
appears to the north. 

It’s a pity that the beauty and 
magic of Shasta seem left to those 
who swap “New Age” stories of 
UFOs and a hollow mountain 
housing the remnants of the

ancient Lemurians. Whenever I’ve 
drawn near, Shasta has over¬ 
whelmed me with a loving power 
that’s nothing short of sexual. 
Maybe it’s just my connection 
with it - Shasta was in my favorite 
dream when I was three, a dream 
I’d start imagining on my way off 
to sleep to get it to repeat. 

Or maybe it’s a lesbian thing 
not yet lost to us in the rush to re¬ 
position lesbianism as a specifi¬ 
cally urban identity and culture: 
that visceral thrill of going 
“Wow!” over some spectacular 
feature of our home planet, realiz¬ 
ing you’re getting wet, and getting 
a funny feeling the planet knows 
what’s up and is doing her version 
of a grin over getting you wet. In 
other words, when Annie Sprinkle 
talks’about making love to Mother 
Earth and having orgasms with 
her, she ain’t just whistling Dixie. 
(And that’s your postmodern, sex- 
radical referent, in case you’re 
worried about sprouting a flannel 
shirt over this stuff.) 

Natural thrills 

Speaking of ^postmodernism, 
there are indeed reasons to be 
skeptical when anyone goes on 
about capital-N Nature. The porno 


take on this is that talking about 
Nature usually means a context of 
some human’s concept of nature 
instead of the genuine article. 
Moreover, the notion that women 
have some special link to nature, 
or are representative of it, smacks 
dangerously of difference femi¬ 
nism. But not to worry - getting a 
thrill from cool spots on the planet 
seems to be hard-wired into the 
brain and open to custom contex¬ 
tualizing. 

Italian hospitals routinely treat 
tourists who have become so 
overwhelmed by the beauty of the 
countryside, architecture, and art 
that they’ve tripped out. This 
backs up brain research that says 
we humans have the physiologi¬ 
cal capability to go “Wow!” - 
that some beautiful things are lit¬ 
erally stunning. If you want to be 
able to go “Wow!” over the plan¬ 
et without risk of getting all meta¬ 
physical, you can remind yourself 
that Carl Sagan said evolution is 
matter’s way of sitting up and 
taking a look at itself. (I suspect 
he cribbed this from Kurt 
Vonnegut’s sayings of Bokonon, 
but what the hey?) You can wake 
up to find out that you are the 
eyes of the world. 

But is it just a metaphor, or fan¬ 
tasy, if we imagine those “Wow!” 
moments as interacting with the 
intelligence of life as though as 
with a sister/lover? You tell me: 25 
years after “going to the North, 
going to the mountain” was my 
favorite dream, my then-lover and 
I set foot on Shasta for the first 
time. Our hike from Bunny Flats 
toward the Sierra Club cabin at the 
tree line kept feeling ever more 
joyful when we reached a crest on 
the trail and a sudden vista of the 
peak. My jaw dropped: this was 
the view from that beloved child¬ 
hood dream. 

This winter, I intend to get 
training on crampons and ice ax so 
I can climb Shasta next year. Not 
to “conquer” a peak, but to reach a 
peak through the physical intima¬ 
cy of working my body as it 
touches hers. Last drive back, 
down U.S. 97 out of Klamath 
Falls, I stopped at a secluded rest 
stop and felt compelled to strip 
down for her. Next summer, we 
touch. ▼

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Hairs belated 
birthday gift

his week in 1928, the 
English lesbian novelist 
Radclyffe Hall acquired a 
place in herstory with the 
publication of her brutally 
honest yet engaging novel. The 
Well of Loneliness. Just three 
weeks after her 48th birthday, the 
American publication rights to 
this thinly disguised autobiogra¬ 
phy that openly described a 
woman’s passion for other women 
were acquired by Alfred Knopf in 
New York. 

The rights were relinquished 
less than four months later, how¬ 
ever, when lawyers at Knopf 
lawyers convinced the publisher 
the property was too hot to han¬ 
dle: Well had been banned there 
for its completely frank study of 
English manners and its openly 
lesbian main character. Despite 
the seemingly privileged back¬ 
ground Hall was born into on 
August 12, 1880, the English 
were not impressed. 

Hall’s friends provided some 
consolation: Noel Coward and 
Virginia Woolf both spoke out 
against the censoring of the book. 
In spite of the ban (or maybe 
because of it) American publishers 
Covici-Friede Publishing 

Corporation put out the book just 
in time for Christmas, 1928, and 
went on to print more than 20,000 
copies. 

The next month, in January 
1929, more than 800 copies were 
seized. The courts conceded the 
literary merits of The Well of 
Loneliness but still ruled it 
“obscene” on February 22, 1929 
and held the matter over for trial. 
Hall’s new publishers shrugged, 
characterized police as “absurd,” 
and vowed to fight it “as far as it 
can be carried,” according to The 


New York Times. 

Just 60 days later, the three 
English judges tepidly declared it 
was fit for public consumption and 
the whole matter was dropped, 
according to the Times. 

Tame, classist, and stereotypi¬ 
cal by today’s standards. The Well 
of Loneliness shook the mores of 
society in 1928 in a way that has 
yet to be repeated in lesbian litera¬ 
ture. 

Like any great classic, The Well 
of Loneliness has staying power 
because it transcends the cultural 
climate in which it was written: 
nearly 70 years after that first, 
scandalous edition, The Well of 
Loneliness strikes a familiar chord 
within many people. Throughout 
decades of cultural change and 
growing acceptance of homosexu¬ 
ality it has remained a constant - 
and a constant feature of the high 
school female underground, for 
lesbian students in particular. 

Bay Area literature instructor 
(and activist for many causes) 
Merle Woo recently recalled that 
she stumbled onto The Well of 
Loneliness at Star of the Sea High 
School, through girls who passed 
it around like valued contraband. 

“When I first realized I was a 
lesbian, that was the only thing I 
could find in the early ’60s and 
late ’50s,” she said, “and even that 
was hard to find in libraries.” 

Woo believes today’s battles 
against censorship are not as 
straightforward and easy to dis¬ 
cern as in 1928. Partly because of 
the stepped-up role that marketing 
plays, the more common problem 
now is that publishers are more 
likely to print and distribute large 
quantities of lesbian novels that 
are less serious and less threaten¬ 
ing to perceptions of lesbian 
lifestyles. ▼

n an August 8 column for the 
/ San Francisco Examiner, 
F investigative reporter Scott 
Winokur took a shallow, 
biased look at the Speakers 
Bureau program operated by 
Community United Against 
Violence (“The Too-Candid 
School Sex Lectures”). This pro¬ 
gram sends teams of trained les¬ 
bians and gays into the city’s 
schools to answer children’s ques¬ 
tions, challenge stereotypes and 
combat misinformation about 
homosexuality. Winokur’s column 
not only demonizes the efforts of 
CUAV (which he mistakenly 
refers to as the “Committee United 
Against Violence”), but also pan¬ 
ders to tired fears about recruit¬ 
ment, proselytizing, and promis¬ 
cuity. 

While making half-hearted 
overtures to the value of “toler¬ 
ance,” Winokur’s column dwells 
on one alleged incident - now sev¬ 
eral years old - in which two

CUAV speakers were accused of 
giving sixth-grade students 
descriptions of “what they do in 
their beds and precisely how they 
do it.” 

“We’re talking about clinical 
details such as you’d expect at a 
sexologists’ convention,” Winokur 
huffs. “We’re talking about allega¬ 
tions of proselytizing, not instruc¬ 
tion on the whys and wherefores 
of homophobic violence. This is 
the view of angry parents.” 

Outrageously, Winokur gives 
an uncritical airing to the com¬ 
plaints of one parent, Bruce 
Budnick. Budnick is a chronic 
homophobe, in the mold of Lou 
Sheldon and Jesse Helms. 
However, Winokur describes 
Budnick as “a justifiably angry 
parent with a lot of bulldog in 
him.” Are we supposed to respect 
some homophobes for the passion 
of their bigotry? 

Winokur writes that “Budnick 
has a reputation in some portions 
of the gay community as a cantan¬ 
kerous disturber of the peace, a 
homophobic crusader without a 
bona fide cause.” This characteri¬ 
sation, too, is inaccurate and 
unfair. Budnick is not a reputed 
homophobe any more than a per¬ 
son who insists the earth is flat is a 
reputed idiot. Budnick flatly 
argues that homosexuality is 
unhealthy and dysfunctional. He is 
- objectively - a homophobe. 

With classic bias, however, 
Winokur weighs Budnick’s claims 
as if they were one side of a rea¬ 
sonable debate. Winokur actually 
argues that Budnick’s “reputation” 
for homophobia is unfair and just 
as “wrong” as CUAV’s “reputa¬ 
tion in some portions of the 
straight community as a lobby for 
the gay ‘lifestyle.’” 

While Winokur does not dis¬ 
miss the value of the Speakers 
Bureau outright, he nevertheless 
makes a paranoid plea for special 
“restrictions” and “control” over 
the program. He concludes his 
column by writing, “Classroom 
education on homophobia 
doubtlessly will continue, as it 
should - though with increased 
attention to entirely appropriate 
restrictions.” 

Winokur’s concern - sex-nega¬ 
tive as well as homophobic - sin¬ 
gles out lesbians and gays for 
extraordinary suspicion. He 
implies that, if left unguarded, 
CUAV speakers might stop at 
nothing short of copulating in the 
classroom.

Ann does an 
about-face 

Syndicated columnist Ann 
Landers has retracted the homo- 
phobic advice she offered one of 
her gay readers. In a June 15th col¬ 
umn, Landers had told a 52-year- 
old gay father to keep his lover 
home when attending his son’s 
wedding. In her August 20th col¬ 
umn, however, Landers now 
admits that her suggestion was 
“gutless.” The advice guru credits 
an outpouring of “angry mail” for 
changing her position from wrong 
to right. 

Landers begins her August 
20th column by announcing: “I 
haven’t had so much angry mail 
since I sided with the readers who 
insisted that the toilet paper should 
be hung so it goes behind the roll 
and falls close to the wall.” “The 
issue that created the recent com¬ 
motion,” she explains, “is whether 
or not the gay father in Virginia 
should attend his son’s wedding 


without Jason, his companion of 
12 years.” The father had 
informed Landers that “my son 
told me he did not want me to 
bring Jason to the wedding 
because some of his friends are 
not as understanding as he is, and 
he doesn’t want to be embarrassed 
on his wedding day.” 

“My advice,” Landers reminds 
her readers, “was to leave the 
decision up to Jason. I said, ‘If 
he’s a first-rate fellow, he will 
encourage you to attend his son’s 
wedding without him.’” Since 
then, Landers reports, “The nega¬ 
tive responses have been so heavy, 
my letter carrier has developed a 
hernia.” 

Landers candidly reprints sev¬ 
eral “samples of what I’ve been 
getting” and each letter bluntly 
challenges her bad advice: “You 
sure wimped out..“Your advice 
stank....” “You really bombed....” 
She concludes, “So, dear readers, 
the people have spoken, and as 
usual, they are right. 

“My advice to ‘leave the deci¬ 
sion to Jason’ was gutless. I should 
have said, ‘Tell your son if your 
life companion is not welcome, 
you won’t be there. He needs edu¬ 
cating, and this could be an impor¬ 
tant first step.’” 

The significance of Landers’ 
about-face is heightened by her 
status as one of the most histori¬ 
cally-entrenched and widely-read 
columnists in the world. It is 
encouraging to know that such 
media figures are not immune to 
good advice ... or the collective 
force of “so much angry mail.”

Cosmetic 
Surgeon Avoids 
Ugly Court Suit 
Over HIV Bias

Gay civil rights attorney Paul 
Wotman announced on Monday, 
August 28 that a settlement has 
been reached between three open¬ 
ly gay men and a prominent San 
Francisco plastic surgeon who 
refused to operate on the men 
without testing them for HIV. 

A trial date had been sched¬ 
uled for August 7. 

Discrimination against people 
with HIV, including the refusal to 
provide elective medical proce¬ 
dures, violates federal and state 
anti-AIDS discrimination statues, 
Wotman told the Bay Area 
Reporter. The United States 
Department of Justice has acted 
against physicians and dentists for 
violating ADA anti-bias provi¬ 
sions protecting people with HIV. 

The terms of the settlement 
between the men and Dr. David 
Kahn are confidential, Wotman 
told the B.A.R., but claims for 
punitive damages against Kahn 
were dismissed by a Superior 
Court judge earlier this year. 

Although Wotman said that he 
couldn’t discuss the facts of the 
case because of the settlement 
agreement, he did say that HIV 
discrimination was a “particularly 
insidious” form of bias. 

“In general, HIV discrimina¬ 
tion is always very damaging to 
the people who have experienced 
it. They have enough problems in 
their lives without being discrimi¬ 
nated against because of their 
medical condition,” he said. 

The initial action against Kahn 
was filed by John Roe, a gay man 
who objected to an HIV blood test 
ordered by the doctor. When the 
patient told Kahn that he was 
HIV-positive, Kahn said his plas¬ 
tic surgery clinic had “a policy” 
of not operating on people with 
HIV disease. 

Kahn then refused to perform 
a blepharoplasty, a cosmetic med¬ 
ical procedure commonly called 
an eyelift. 

After Roe’s story became pub¬ 
lic, two other plaintiffs came for¬ 
ward, and their cases were con¬ 
solidated into a single lawsuit 
filed by Wotman’s office. ▼

Belmont Hospice 
Opens to Acclaim

“Beautiful!” and “Incredible!” 
were the repeated exclamations 
echoing through the rooms of 
Belmont House on Thursday, 
August 24, when this new San 
Mateo County AIDS Program 
facility at 730 El Camino Real had 
its formal opening with an open 
house and a dedication ceremony. 

It was easy to understand those 
reactions from the invited digni¬ 
taries and visitors touring the 
rooms. Within the house’s white 
and sunlight yellow exterior, every 
room was in different decor. 
Donated art of great variety 
adorned the walls. 

Each client’s room had a comfort¬ 
able bed, easy chair, television, table, 
and lamp. The common rooms were 
spacious, and looked quite functional 
and inviting. The beginning of a 
recreation program was evident in a 
large supply of board games. 

The first two Belmont House 
clients, Longo Tongamoa and 
Ronnie Ingraham, had much the 
same responses, and told the 
B.A.R. they thought the house was 
“beautiful, comfortable, a happy 
place, and very nice.” 


Opening remarks 

In her dedication speech, 
Nancy Levitt, Vice Mayor of 
Belmont, congratulated all who 
went together “the extra yard.” 

Ted Lempert, currently chair¬ 
man of the San Mateo County 
board of supervisors, summed up 
the group view when he declared, 
“This is the grandest, most impor¬ 
tant house in the county!” 

In the dedication program, one 
person in particular, Allison 


Knapp, was cited repeatedly as the 
prime person responsible for the 
realization of Belmont House. In 
her remarks, Knapp harked back to 
the beginning, when her colleague 
Dan Vanderpriem inspected PWA 
housing and found a roach-infest¬ 
ed motel. That report was a prime 
mover in the campaign that culmi¬ 
nated in the present hospice. 

Gene Copello, director of the 
San Mateo County AIDS Program, 
stressed in his speech, “Until there 
is a cure and we see the end of this 
epidemic, this hospice is here to 
stay!” That assertion of durability 
is backed up by a San Mateo 
County multiple-year grant of 
$275,000 for operation, plus the 
guarantee of financing for staff 
from the Catholic Charities of the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco and 
the funding for building and 
grounds maintenance from Mercy 
Charities Housing California. 

The thorough cooperation of 
everyone involved prompted 
Margaret Taylor, director of the 
San Mateo County Health 
Services Agency, to say, “I would 
not normally be celebrating in this 
way, but I would like to laud the 
non-separation of church and 
state, for without the collaboration 
of local government with the 
Catholic groups, this facility 
would not have happened.” 

Referrals are now being taken 
for additional clients at Belmont 
House; it must be remembered 
that there are only six beds. Care 
is conditioned to the maintaining 
of the highest quality of life possi¬ 
ble, not aggressive treatment. T

church members.” 

Phelps blamed the explosion 
on a “pro-homosexual,” and said 
he named possible suspects to 
local law enforcement officials. 

Three explosions 
that night 

At about 11:30 p.m. on August 
20, a plastics explosive went off 
between a stockade fence sur¬ 
rounding the Phelps compound in 
west Topeka and a van parked in 
the driveway of the home to 
Shirley Phelps-Roper, Phelps’s 
daughter, and her family. There 
were no injuries reported, but an 
estimated $2,000 in damage was 
done to the van and fence. 

Phelps, in an interview days 
after the explosion, said the blast 
rocked the Phelps-Roper home in 
the 3600 block of S.W. Churchill, 
and the bomb fell in proximity to 
the Westboro Baptist Church. 

Several days after the incident, 
local police discounted the idea 
that the explosion was targeted 
against Phelps, because they con¬ 
firmed a second explosion and 
received a report of a third explo¬ 
sion in west Topeka on August 20. 
Authorities, at press time, had not 
released information about possi¬ 
ble suspects in the explosions.

Phelps said he is convinced a 
“pro-homosexual” tossed the 
bomb into the yard. However, the 
church leader’s antics have drawn 
a great deal of negative media 
attention to Topeka, and his abra¬ 
sive and sometimes violent 
demonstrations have made him 
possibly the least-liked man in the 
city. 

The recent “Phelps trials,” a 
series of seven proceedings 
against Phelps and several of his 
relatives and church members for 
actions at anti-gay/lesbian demon¬ 
strations last winter, resulted in an 
exorbitant bill for taxpayers, 
which may be exacerbated further 
by the lawsuit Phelps will likely 
file; an appeal; several retrials; 
and only two convictions - Phelps 
and his son Benjamin C. Phelps. 

Fred Phelps was acquitted on 
the charges of misdemeanor 
assault and battery, but convicted 
on two disorderly conduct 
charges, considered Class C mis¬ 
demeanors carrying possible sen¬ 
tences of thirty days in jail, $500 
in fines and two years probation. 
Several of the trials ended with 
acquittals, and others with dead¬ 
locked juries.

and uninterested in finding the 
individual or individuals responsi¬ 
ble for the bombing, has offered a 
$5,000 reward for information 
leading to an arrest and conviction 
in the case. 

He also fired off a letter to U.S. 
Attorney General Janet Reno. In 
that letter, Phelps said, “When 
blacks were bombed in 
Birmingham, and local law 
enforcement backed by Alabama’s 
Jim Crow media broke down, 
Congress enacted federal law pro¬ 
viding for very effective and 
immediate federal intervention in 
such cases.” 

He told Reno he needed feder¬ 
al intervention because the Topeka 
and Kansas media is “pro-homo- 
sexual” and has so “mercilessly 
demonized our church and our 
people that a lynchmob demagog¬ 
ic mentality has paralyzed law 
enforcement. We know from years 
of experience that these latest 
ACT UP/Queer Nation-style ter¬ 
roristic church bombings will not 
be investigated.” 

But Phelps made it clear in an 
interview with the Bay Area 
Reporter he doesn’t expect Reno 
to look into the bombing. “You’ve 
got these three women who are in 
charge of law enforcement in the 
country and they are all pro¬ 
homosexual in their philoso¬ 
phies,” he said. “It cannot be a 
coincidence that violent crimes 
against us go unprosecuted.” 

Responding to the pastor’s 
claim that the explosion was set 
by a “pro-homosexual,” National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
spokesperson Robin Kane said 
Phelps should be challenged for 
“accusing without reason or evi¬ 
dence.” 

Kane also said Phelps - with 
his cruel demonstrations at the 
funerals of people who have died 
of AIDS-related complications, 
public speaker’s forums, and gay 
and lesbian events - creates an 
atmosphere of violence. 

“He should be very careful in 
saying who caused this act,” Kane 
said. “He’s making wild specula¬ 
tion.” 

Local reaction was similar. 
Activists for lesbian and gay equal 
rights in Topeka said that while 
they did not condone Phelps’s 
brand of activism, and certainly 
did not support his position on 
homosexuality, they did not sup¬ 
port violent acts against the pastor 
and his flock. The Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation/Kansas City Chapter 
and the Human Rights Project, 
both based in Kansas City, 
Missouri, issued a joint statement 
repudiating violence. The state¬ 
ment from HRP’s Tobie Matava 
and GLAAD’s Marilyn 
Hutchinson said, “We are shocked 
and saddened at the recent bomb¬ 
ing at the Phelps compound in 
Topeka. 

“We firmly and decidedly 
abhor violence of any kind - vio¬ 
lence against our community or 
violence against anyone else.” T

California Gay GOPs React to Dole’s Snub

“He lied,” Ritch Colbert, president of the 
Republican Log Cabin Club of Los Angeles, said of 
Bob Dole’s claim that he was unaware of a financial 
contribution to his campaign by the gay Republicans. 

On Friday, August 25, when the Dole campaign 
confirmed that it was giving back a $1,000 political 
contribution from the group, campaign spokesperson 
Nelson Warfield told reporters the Dole campaign 
“declined contributions from political groups that 
have an agenda that is in opposition to Senator 
Dole’s,” noting later that the Log Cabin Club is “100 
percent at odds” with Dole. 

San Francisco gay Republican leader Chris 
Bowman told the Bay Area Reporter, “Mr. Dole is 
inconsistent: I’ve been in this business 15 years or so 
and the only way a candidate returns money is 
because the donor is either a criminal or an extremist 
group. 

“In terms of the Log Cabin, we’re neither. We’re 
moderate Republicans.” 

The 10,000-member club, holding their national 
convention in Cincinnati (where they merged the 
Washington-based lobbying group with the Federation 
of member clubs), responded quickly to the news. “I 
was pretty shocked,” Log Cabin executive director 
Rich Tafel told reporters. “We were encouraged by the 
Dole campaign for months to support them financial¬ 
ly, and any indication that they were unaware of our 
involvement is dishonest.” 

Colbert said a letter to Tafel on Dole campaign let¬ 
terhead dated May 24 proves ongoing communication 
between Dole campaign staffers and the Log Cabin 
Club. The finance chair of the Dole campaign, John 
Moran, wrote in the letter, “Dear Rich, It was good 
talking with you. Per our discussion, I am attaching a 
list of upcoming Dole for President fundraising 
events. Senator Dole and I would appreciate any assis¬ 
tance you could give us in turning out your members 
at each event. I am looking forward to working with 
you. 

“With all good wishes...” 

No ‘special rights’ agenda 

Colbert is also furious that Warfield said that Log 
Cabin supports a “special rights agenda” that Dole has 


rejected. “If [Dole] is so quick to return money to 
organizations whose agenda he doesn’t share,” he told 
the B.A.R., “he should give back the $21,000 to the 
Time-Wamer company.” 

Colbert says that the Log Cabin Club is setting up 
a workshop during the California Republican Party 
convention at the end of September in Palm Springs. 
“We intend to confront Senator Dole’s campaign peo¬ 
ple directly at that time,” he said. 

“We encourage all gays and lesbians who work in 
any and all political campaigns to come out and take a 
stand against this pandering 
to the right wing,” he said, 
“and we’re asking all gays 
and lesbians who have pri¬ 
vately given money to 
Senator Dole to ask that that 
money now be returned. 

“I’m guessing, but I think 
$25,000 has gone to him just 
out of Los Angeles.” 

Colbert anticipates that Log 
Cabin will give contributions 
to other campaigns as well, 
including those of California 
Chris Bowman Governor Pete Wilson, 

Senator Arlen Specter (who 
sent a representative to the 
Log Cabin convention), and 
Senator Richard Lugar. “In stark contrast to Sen. Dole, 
who, is now articulating nonsense about ‘special 
rights’ once again, Governor Pete Wilson has said, ‘A 
job is not a special right.’ 

“We will make financial commitments to Pete 
Wilson, but that should not be construed as an 
endorsement,” said Colbert. “Partisan politics is not 
for the meek and mild.” 

Bowman agreed that Dole “will be the loser,” and 
there are moderate Republican candidates who will 
not reject the club’s campaign contribution. He also 
insisted there was “absolutely no connection” between 
the San Francisco Republican Party and anti-gay 
actions like Dole’s refusal of the cash, or Jesse 
Helms’s anti-gay agenda. 

“We’re detached from all that,” he said. 

“This will come back to bite Mr. Dole,” Bowman 
said. “He seems to be painting himself into a corner 
for a faction of the Republican right.” ▼

“It’s not acceptable,” 
said Cincinnati Chapter 
President Sam Collins. 
“We felt, prior to this, that 
Bob Dole was an outstand¬ 
ing candidate for presi¬ 
dent. This puts that rela¬ 
tionship in jeopardy.” 

More than 300 gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual 
Republicans had convened 
in Cincinnati for the 
national convention, 

despite a boycott of the city 
called to protest a ballot 
measure recently passed 
there to deny gays legal 
protections. 

“We just didn’t want to 
bring the convention [to 
the Queen City] to have 
another convention,” 

Collins told the Cincinnati 
Post. “We wanted to open 
up live community dia¬ 
logue. For a long time, 
most gays and lesbians 
were viewed as being pure 
Democrats and in the 
fringe, but in the last year 
or so, we’ve been very 
active in raising money for 
moderate Republicans.” 

Collins made the state¬ 
ment before he discovered 
how little Log Cabin 
money meant to Dole, fre¬ 
quently mentioned as a 
“moderate Republican.” ▼

HUD Enters East Bay 
Coit HIV Housing Fracas

Officials from the regional office of 
Housing and Urban Development are advis¬ 
ing Alameda County and city of Oakland 
housing officials how best to proceed with a 
troubled homeless program that works with 
dual-diagnosed clients. 

Shelter Plus Care contracted 32 units over 
a ten-year period at the Coit Apartments in 
Oakland to Alameda County’s hardest to 
serve homeless population, those whose 
housing problems are compounded by 
HIV/AIDS, substance abuse, or mental ill¬ 
ness. In addition to providing Section 8 
vouchers that pay two-thirds of the monthly 
rent, community referrals to social services 
are provided under the Shelter Plus Care pro¬ 
gram. 

Meetings have been held over the sum¬ 
mer to look into charges by clients and state 
HIV/AIDS advocate Excell McGinnis into 
substandard delivery of these services and 
poor living conditions at the Coit 
Apartments. 

Coit owner Steven Davis told the B.A.R. 
that he blamed a poor client screening 
process that has allowed residents to move in 
who have wrecked apartments. Davis said 
that previous to his participation in Shelter 
Plus Care, the problems with rampant drug 
use and dealing did not exist. The actual 
number of Shelter Plus Care clients now liv¬ 
ing at the Coit is down to seven, because of 
the problems there. 

HUD spokesperson Larry Bush said that 


the San Francisco office received a formal 
request from city of Oakland and Alameda 
County officials on how to keep the $19 mil¬ 
lion Shelter Plus Care funding for Alameda 
County, if it was determined that the Coit did 
not meet terms of its contract with HUD. 

“The issues that were raised required 
determinations from Washington for a legal 
review of the extent to which programs can 
be flexible with local officials,” Bush told 
the B.A.R. “Washington forwarded its 
response and we are now preparing a letter 
to go to East Bay officials outlining what 
options they might pursue, and what steps 
they might take about whether this particu¬ 
lar program is in or is not in compliance.” 

Unlike simple section 8 vouchers in 
^which HUD rules clearly allow portability 
among users and choice of a living site, there 
is no standardized rulebook to follow with 
Shelter Plus Care. Since the commitment to 
Coit Apartments involves the “care” side, the 
question remains: could the social services 
side of that be transportable to another facil¬ 
ity in Oakland? 

State HIV/AIDS advocate Excell 
McGinnis told the B.A.R. the answer to that 
question is yes. He said that he has already 
located an apartment complex near down¬ 
town Oakland that could comfortably house 
Shelter Plus Care clients. 

A final report on the meetings about 
Shelter Plus is due before the Oakland City 
Council, according to Michele Motlosky, 
aide to Oakland City Councilmember Nate 
Miley. T

Log Cabin's dilemma

hen I lived in 
Southern Illinois in 
the lovely Illinois 
Ozarks, the most 
pathetic figure in the gay commu¬ 
nity was the pastor of the local 
MCC, whose personal mission 
was to “build a bridge between the 
gay and fundamentalist Christian 
communities.” Problem was that 
neither of these groups wanted 
anything to do with the other, and 
his efforts in that direction only 
served to irritate the people he 
claimed to be serving. Given the 
mutual antipathy involved and the 
objective conflicts between the 
two groups, it was obvious that his

“mission” had more to do with his 
own inability to resolve his per¬ 
sonal conflicts than it did with 
genuine “bridge building.”

from and that Dole couldn’t accept 
it because he differs with the Log 
Cabin Club on gays in the mili¬ 
tary. 

Log Cabin reps claim that the 
Dole campaign knew where the 
money came from all along, which 
is probably true. Dole is perfectly 
willing to take money from queers 
- he’s just not willing to be seen 
publicly taking money from 
queers. If those gay Republicans 
want to give the money as private 
donations, untainted by the Log 
Cabin name. Dole will gladly

accept it. But the simple fact is 
that a public $1,000 donation to 
the Dole campaign from gays is 
easily worth tens or hundreds of 
thousands of dollars in negative 
PR to his conservative rivals. He 
simply can’t afford to accept the 
money. 

All this underlines the main 
problem of the Log Cabinites, 
which is that they have no logical 
reason for existence. The gays 
don’t want them; the Republicans 
don’t want them, and their inabili¬ 
ty to recognize these two basic 
facts dooms them to irrelevance. 
The recent snub from Dole shows 
how little political space they 
occupy: when you can’t even get 
the people you support to accept 
your money, you’re pretty margin¬ 
al. 

Obvious oxymoron 

The only people happy about 
this flap - other than Dole’s con¬ 
servative rivals - are the gay 
Democrats, because it outdoes 
their own recent humiliation at 


being received at the White House 
by guards wearing rubber gloves. 
It’s true that the Dems held their 
noses while taking gay money, but 
at least they took it. Clinton, no 
lion at bucking public opinion, 
accepted the political liability of 
gay support because it came 
wrapped in several million dollars 
of campaign contributions, 
enough to offset the PR costs. 

The Log Cabin’s paltry grand 
is a pretty poor return on the has¬ 
sle involved in accepting queer 
dollars. It’s worth far more to Dole 
to throw a big huff and return the 
money with a lot of fanfare. By 
giving Dole a chance to parade 
some homophobic bigotry, the 
Log Cabin Club may in fact have 
helped his campaign, but it can 
scarcely make them feel very good 
about themselves. 

The Log Cabin Club has a 
harder time justifying its existence 
than do most political organiza¬ 
tions. “Gay Republican” is just 
such an obvious oxymoron. They 
get a lot of press because the 
mainstream media always delights 
in presenting the most conserva¬ 
tive elements of minority commu¬ 
nities, but they obviously lack 
enough of a constituency to sway 
the polls anywhere in the country. 
They claim 10,000 members 
nationwide; I doubt this is accu¬ 
rate. They may have a mailing list 
that big but not a card-carrying 
membership - and even if they 
did, most of those members would 
be too closeted to have much 
impact on their communities. 

Since they can’t deliver num¬ 
bers at the polls, the Log Cabinites 
have to find some other path to 
political power, and since they are 
evidently a well-heeled crowd, it 
makes sense that they should buy 
it. A quick whip around of the 
local homosexual conservatives 
should raise a fat enough wad of 
money to turn the head of even the 
most hardened bigot. 

Alas, these rich homos didn’t 
get that way by donating hard- 
earned money to unworthy causes. 
The actual sums raised by the Log 
Cabin Club are pitiful compared to 
the political costs of accepting it.

the Salvation Army.” 

In past years, Project Open 
Hand had provided food prepara¬ 
tion services for the annual event, 
but is unable to do so any longer 
because of “budgetary con¬ 
straints,” even though the event is 
a “very worthwhile endeavor,” 
said POH director Tom Nolan, 
who helped serve food to the esti¬ 
mated 2,500 clients who partook 
of the festive event. 

“I was a mashed potato queen 
myself last year,” Nolan told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “It’s a won¬ 
derful, wonderful event. But it’s a 
redundancy for us as an organiza¬ 
tion. We do a Thanksgiving meal 
every year for all of our 1,600 
clients - and many of them 
would go to the dinner and then 
we would try to deliver a hot 
meal later, but they wouldn’t be 
home.” 

Nolan said that charitable giv¬ 
ing to the $6.9 million agency is 
“essentially flat,” and that POH 
would be financially hard-pressed 
to cater the meal in addition to 
serving its own holiday dinner and 
providing bags of groceries to 
clients. 

Christen said the Salvation 
Army has “an excellent reputation 
in serving Continuum clients, and 
that was the reason we made the 
decision to contact them.” She 


who noisily reject and denounce 
them. What options are open to 
them? If they can’t even give 
money to the people they support, 
what can they do? Their attempt to 
demonstrate pocketbook power 
has boomeranged and instead 
revealed their moral bankruptcy. 
The lack of concrete payoff from 
their efforts lends weight to the 
belief that the group exists primar¬ 
ily to minister to the neuroses of 
its members. 

If they still want to help Dole - 
you’d think they’d be too insulted 
to, but then you’d think that any 
sane queer wouldn’t have support¬ 
ed him in the first place - there’s 
only one way they can be of ser¬ 
vice to him. They can join my new 
group, “Queers for Wilson.” 

The incredible flap over the 
Log Cabin contribution to the 
Dole campaign has convinced me 
that a good, high-profile “Queers 
for Wilson” organization could be 
the last nail in the coffin of our 
governor’s faltering presidential 
campaign. We will attend 
Republican campaign events, 
loudly harassing the conservatives 
and waving Wilson signs. We’ll 
distribute literature explaining that 
Wilson’s recent gratuitous homo¬ 
phobia is just a smoke screen to 
confuse the fundamentalists, and 
argue that his long-term record 
shows that he’s no bigot. We’11 
solicit and no doubt get generous 
donations from the Buchanan, 
Gramm and Dornan campaign 
organizations. 

The Wilson campaign will cer¬ 
tainly try to distance itself from 
us. We’H take their abuse with a 
knowing wink and point out that 
our brethren in the Log Cabin 
Club (there doesn’t seem to be any 
female gay Republicans) are used 
to being denounced publicly while 
their checks are cashed privately. 
The attention the whole controver¬ 
sy draws to Wilson’s dark liberal 
past could easily be the straw that 
breaks the back of his already 
troubled campaign. 

Gay Republicans being solicit¬ 
ed by the Log Cabin Club may 
want to consider giving money to 
“Queers for Wilson” instead, since 
it’s a far more effective way to 
help Dole. Or maybe they should 
just spend the money on therapy.

pointed out that Continuum HIV 
Day Services provides services to 
many of the same kinds of disen¬ 
franchised clients with AIDS 
served by the AIDS Foundation. 
The Salvation Army has the con¬ 
tract to provide meal services to 
Continuum clients because, ironi¬ 
cally, it underbid Project Open 
Hand for the service contract sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

The Hyatt pulled out from 
catering the Thanksgiving meal 
for two reasons, a spokesman told 
the Bay Area Reporter : because 
the chain has other AIDS charities 
it is involved with, and because 
the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation decided last year not 
to hire the Hyatt to cater its annu¬ 
al May leadership dinner at Fort 
Mason. 

“They actually told you that?” 
Christen asked. “I’m saddened 
that they feel they had to make the 
decision based on their business 
bottom-line, but that is their pre¬ 
rogative and we are very, very 
grateful to the Hyatt for their 
involvement, ” she told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

The Hyatt Regency 
Embarcadero itself did contribute 
an estimated $18,000 worth of 
food and services to the AIDS 
Foundation, and although the 
Hyatt will no longer provide cor¬

cientists have developed 
a new strategy for the 
elimination of HIV- 
infected cells. 

Current HIV therapies involv¬ 
ing anti-viral agents that target 
various enzymes essential for 
HIV’s viral life cycle are rendered 
ineffective by the virus’s ability to 
mutate and become resistant to 
anti-viral agents. Furthermore, 
long-term exposure to anti-viral 
drugs like AZT has toxic side- 
effects. 

Cell Genesys Inc., a company 
located in Foster City, California, 
developed a non-toxic gene thera¬ 
py approach for targeting HIV- 
infected cells by arming CD8 T- 
cells with Universal T-cell recep¬ 
tors. This approach could circum¬ 
vent the problems caused by the 
virus’s ability to mutate. 

CD8 T-cells, also called cyto¬ 
toxic T-cells or CTLs, have T-cell 
receptors (TCR) at their surface 
that specifically allow them to rec¬ 
ognize and kill virally-infected 
cells. Recognition occurs in three 
steps: first, the infected cell breaks 
down viral proteins into small pro¬ 
tein fragments called peptides; 
then it mounts these peptides on 
specialized presenting proteins 
called HLA; finally, the T-cell 
receptors on the CTLs recognize 
these peptide/HLA complexes on 
the surface of the infected cell, 
eventually leading to its death. 

This process of HLA presenta¬ 
tion is essential for the develop¬ 
ment and maintenance of immuni¬ 
ty against viruses. 


HIV-infected individuals have 
HIV-specific CTLs. Laboratory 
studies have demonstrated that 
these HIV-specific CTLs are capa¬ 
ble of inhibiting HIV replication. 
Still, the virus is capable of evad¬ 
ing CTL killing by mutating the 
peptides recognized by the HIV- 
specific CTLs. The transfer of 
HIV-specific CTLs from a twin, or 
expanded from one’s own self, has 
been considered as treatment for 
HIV. Transfer of these cells 
requires the isolation and growth

of large quantities of HIV-specific 
CD8 T-cells, which can be a very 
laborious, lengthy, and expensive 
process. 

The zeta chain 

CD4 T-cells (helper T-cells) 
have CD4 molecules on their sur¬ 
face. All T-cells have a signaling 
protein, called zeta chain, on their 
T-cell receptors. The zeta chain is 
needed for giving T-cells the sig¬ 
nals required to gain their func¬ 
tion: helper function for CD4 T- 
cells or killer function for CD8 T- 
cells. HIV has a protein on its sur¬ 
face, called gpl20, that uses CD4 
molecules on helper T-cells to 
infect them. 

Using techniques of molecular 
biology, scientists at Cell Genesys 
generated CD4-zeta chain fusion 
proteins called CD4-UR (for 
CD4-Universal Receptor). 
Universal T-cell receptors (UR) 
could counteract HIV’s ability to 
evade the immune system. These 
engineered receptors recognize 
portions of HIV’s gpl20 that do 
not mutate. They also recognize 
the intact viral protein, avoiding 
the necessity of breaking it into 
peptides and presenting these pep¬ 
tides on HLA complexes. 

How does the CD4-UR work? 
The CD4-UR uses gpl20’s own 
need to bind CD4 to kill infected 
cells. As part of HIV’s life cycle, 
the infected cell is turned into a 
virus-producing factory, making 
all the viral proteins required to 
produce new viruses. The infected 
cells will produce gpl20 and dis¬ 
play it on their surface. CTLs 
armed with CD4-UR will use the 
CD4 molecule of the receptor to 
recognize gpl20 on the surface of 
the infected cell. Upon recogni¬ 
tion, the zeta chain will then give 
the T-cell the signal to kill the 
infected cell. 

How would this technology be 
applied to the patient? First, a 
donor with similar HLA proteins 
(HLA-matched) is required to be 
the source of CTLs. Alternatively, 
one’s own CTLs could be used. 


CTLs will be isolated and modi¬ 
fied with the CD4-UR using gene 
therapy. Scientists have developed 
a way to use benign retroviruses 
(called retroviral vectors) to deliv¬ 
er the genes needed to grow CD4- 
UR molecules onto CD8 T-cells. 
Because all CTLs will have the 
same CD4-UR, they will be easy 
to isolate and grow in large quan¬ 
tities. Once large quantities of the 
CD4-UR bearing T-cells are 
obtained, they will be reinfused 
back into the HIV-positive indi¬ 
vidual. 

Preliminary in vitro data indi¬ 
cates that CTLs endowed with 
CD4-URs are capable of recogniz¬ 
ing gpl20 on the surface of HIV- 
infected cells. Recognition leads 
to activation and reproduction of 
these killer cells. It is interesting 
to note that free-floating HIV pro¬ 
teins in the blood of HIV + donors 
did not block the Universal 
Receptor’s ability to recognize 
gpl20 on target cells or inhibit 
CTLs from killing their targets. 


effects yet 

Currently, the Universal 
Receptors are undergoing human 
clinical safety studies. A small 
number of late stage disease 
patients have been infused with 
the modified CTLs from twins and 
are being carefully monitored. As 
of now, these UR-bearing CTLs 
show no detrimental effects on the 
patients participating in this study. 

Doctors at UC San Francisco 
General Hospital will most likely 
be initiating a small Phase I - 
Phase II study later this year. 
Inside sources indicate that there 
will be up to 20 patients involved, 
and the study will use autologous 
(one’s own) immune cell expan¬ 
sion. Only six months ago. Cell 
Genesys was technically able to 
vector and expand only enough 
Universal Receptor T-cells for 
their safety clinical study. This 
spring, activists learned that there 
might be a significant advance in 
this type of gene therapy that 
would allow for large-scale appli¬ 
cations. It seems Cell Genesys has 
achieved that advance. 

Gene therapy has shown great 
promise for slowing or stopping 
HIV, but is also thought by some to 
be potentially dangerous. Human- 
engineered immune cells could run 
amok or worse yet, the retroviral 
vectors could somehow mutate, 
causing more harm. To ensure its 
safety, the FDA has carefully regu¬ 
lated Cell Genesys’ vectors, slow¬ 
ing the development of this gene 
therapy by more than one year. 
Still, the first patients must under¬ 
stand that there is real risk for 
injury or long-term effects from 
this exciting new technology. T

The gay 
subplot was dropped, reportedly 
because papa fag didn’t test well 
with the target (teenage) audience. 
New Line’s “openly gay president 
of marketing, Chris Pula” denied 
this, saying that “the subplot was 
sacrificed only for length” (Angus 
was cut from 134 minutes to a 
crisp 87 and the focus is now on 
the boy and his high school 
mates). Director Patrick Read 
Johnson is said to be mighty mad 
and is threatening to remove his 
name from the flick. 

n his Aug. 24 column, Fleming

| n the current Ms., critic 
Elizabeth Pincus notes that 
1995 has been one of the most 
impressive years on record for 
films by and about lesbians. The 
list of memorable Sapphic flicks 
includes: Boys on the Side, Tank 
Girl, Bar Girls, The Incredibly 
True Adventure of Two Girls in 
Love, Heavenly Creatures, Sister 
My Sister, Serving in Silence: The 
Margarethe Cammermeyer Story 
and others. This year’s bumper 
crop of lesbian pics, Pincus con¬ 
cludes, has everything to do with 
the success of previous hits like 
Go Fish and Desert Hearts but is 
also a byproduct of the film indus¬ 
try’s realization that lesbians can 
now “be the girl next door - as 
well as the psychokiller down the 
block.” 

V'** espite what looks like a new 
direction for lesbian cinema, 
old habits die hard in 
Hollywood, where formula 
remains a synonym for progress. 
Though produced by Mr. Original 
himself, David Lynch, formula is 
an apt word for describing director 
Michael Almereyda’s forthcom¬ 
ing Nadja, in which glamorous 
Elina Lowensohn plays one of 
two vampire twins on the run from 
crusader-for-goodness Dr. Van 
Helsing, played by Peter Fonda. 
When VH enlists his nephew Jim 
(Martin Donovan) to help him 
squash the blood-sucking siblings, 
they discover that Jim’s wife, 
Lucy (Galaxy Craze), has already 
been seduced by Nadja. Although 
Variety says Lowensohn is “one of 
the sexiest female vampires ever 
to bare teeth on the screen,” and 
though the lesbian seduction is 
reportedly quite hot, we wonder 
how Nadja can distinguish itself 
from a trillion other queer-tinged 
vampire flicks that contribute to 
the persistent belief that homosex¬ 
uality is for androids, vampires 
and other non-humans. Film 
opens here Oct. 6. 


Catherine Deneuve 


ne film star who put a human 
face on the vamp is 
Catherine Deneuve, whose 
icy beauty can be sampled in Luis 
Bunuel’s 1967 film Belle du jour, 
which is currently enjoying a 
revival at the new Embarcadero 
Cinema. Though Deneuve wrote 
the book on cool, vampiric beauty 
a generation ago, she’s still giving 
today’s screen starlets a run for 
their money. We caught her last 
week on The Charlie Rose Show 
and were simply stunned. Charlie, 
whose bourgeois patter and over¬ 
cultivated earnestness are as pre¬ 
dictable and dull as his taste in 
clothing, actually piqued our 
curiosity when he asked Deneuve 
how she developed that “ice 
princess” reputation. “It was Belle 
du jour," she said emphatically, 
tossing her golden mane like her

Eduardo Machado's Broken Eggs 


Smoke, No Fire

* duardo Machado’s Broken 
Eggs, an unflattering view 
of family life from the per¬ 
spective of a gay Cuban- 
American, is an uneven scramble 
of a play. As the final part of a 
tetralogy that most Bay Area audi¬ 
ences will not be familiar with 
called The Floating Island Plays, 
Broken Eggs receives a new, 
smart, amusing, though not terri¬ 
bly insightful, production by 
Theatre Works on the second stage 
of their Mountain View theater. 

Forced to flee Cuba when 
Castro came to power in 1961, 
Machado’s family sought exile in 
Southern California. The play¬ 
wright’s experiences in Cuba and 
his family’s subsequent traumas in 
the U.S. provide the background 
for Broken Eggs. Set in the bride’s 
suite just off the reception hall in a 
Southern California hotel in the 
late ’70s, the play concerns the 
Marquez family and the marriage 
of their favorite daughter. Sonia, 
the mother of the bride, is still 
married to Osvaldo, the bride’s 
father, but Osvaldo has taken to 
living with his mistress. Sonia 
hopes to rekindle Osvaldo’s love 
for her by wedding’s end. The 
bride’s younger sister Mimi has 
just disclosed that she is pregnant 
and will have the baby, although 
she is unmarried and still in high 
school. And Oscar, the bride’s gay 
older brother, snorts enough 
cocaine over the course of the 
wedding to support a minor 
Colombian revolution. 

Floating through the festivities 
are Grandma Manuela, Grandpa 
Alfredo and Aunt Carmen, who 
provide links to the old country, 
the old ways of life, and reminders 
of the sacrifices the family has had 
to make to live in this crass coun¬ 
try. 

Dysfunction reigns supreme, 
but drama pops up only intermit¬ 
tently. Machado seems to want the 
wedding to take on farcical 
dimensions, with big laughs tem¬ 
pered by searing family confronta¬ 
tions. However, neither scenario 
comes to pass. The cumulative 
effect is much more like a televi¬ 
sion sitcom than a serious dramat¬ 
ic comedy. Director Amy 
Gonzalez, whose Cuban heritage 
parallels Machado’s, delivers a 
clean production that tries to inject 
depth into Machado’s writing, but 
her attempts are not entirely suc¬ 
cessful. 

Several performances do, how¬ 
ever, succeed in treading the thin 
line between hilarity and human 
frailty. Eric Carrillo as gay brother 
Oscar and Carmen Elena Sosa as 
Aunt Miriam project an energetic 
vitality that brings much needed

color to the play. Carrillo’s Oscar 
is family damaged, especially by 
his father, forcing him to retreat to 
a drug-induced stupor to deal with 
his relatives. Wired, wild, shat¬ 
tered but sweet, Carrillo gives the 
play a sympathetic center. Sosa’s 
Aunt Miriam knocks back Valium 
the way Oscar toots coke. But 
Miriam’s neurosis, too, is family 
related, though hers goes back to 
childhood in Cuba and the strange 
relationship she shared with broth¬ 
ers Pedro and Osvaldo. Incest is 
only hinted at; perhaps details 
were provided in one of the previ¬ 
ous plays in this quartet. Whatever 
the cause, Miriam coasts along in 
her Valium haze attempting to 
pick up the pieces of her family as 
she goes. 

Unfortunately, Miriam and 
Oscar are not on stage as much as 
they deserve to be. The bulk of the 
play concerns Sonia and Osvaldo, 
their unresolved marital strife, and 
the questionable future of their 
unraveling family. Both Luz de la 
Riva as Sonia and Rodrigo Breton 
as Osvaldo have strong moments. 


but too often their delivery is sim¬ 
ply manic or bellicose, with little 
or no shading to indicate the tex¬ 
tured levels of their communica¬ 
tion. 

Playwright Machado gives his 
audience few reasons to care 
about his characters or the con¬ 
flicts that seem to unfold every 
few minutes. Some of his dia¬ 
logue, though, is quite funny, and 
when he lets his characters suc¬ 
cumb to their flights of fancy, the 
play becomes much more intrigu¬ 
ing. With so much potential for 
drama - historical upheaval, 
immigrant angst, sexual tumult, 
familial chaos - it’s a shame 
Machado’s writing isn’t bold or 
involving. There’s something 
there, but perhaps it will take all 
the king’s horses and all the king’s 
men to put Broken Eggs back 
together again. T

International Styles Distinguish Artaud Dance Series

7-8), who met when they were 
with the London Contemporary 
Dance Theater. Each is a virtuoso 
performer, accustomed to large 
stages and discriminating audi¬ 
ences. Garrett has a hyperarticu- 
late legginess that makes her a lot 
of fun to watch; she sometimes 
reminds me of Tanaquil Leclerc. 

Friday and Saturday (Sept. 9- 
10) belong to Enrico Labayen 
(pictured), whose work explores 
Filipino myth and ritual through a 
sensibility steeped in modern 
dance and ballet. Labayen has 
performed with Alonzo King’s 
ballet company Lines; he is a 
vivid dancer with an intense per¬ 
sonal presence. 

Next week is the 14th annual 
Men Dancing program (Sept. 14- 
17), which has graduated from a 
hole-in-the-wall show patronized 
only by gay men to a Bay Area 
institution almost as popular as 
the Mime Troupe. The diversity 
of the eternal masculine is repre¬ 
sented this year by Jess Curtis, 
flamenco dancer Nemesio 
Paredes, ballet hunk Lawrence 
Pech. and others. 

The week after that Knee Jerk 
Dance Project (Sept. 21-22) do 
their wonderful thing. Marintha 
Tewkesbury is probably the most 
exciting classical dancer working 
in postmodern forms in the Bay 
Area. Picture young women in 
Jackie Gleason cast-off clothes 
(undershirts and shapeless pleated 
trousers) dancing in an idiom 


fused from gymnastics, contact 
improv, break-dancing, and 
Cunningham technique, with 
silky phrasing and extraordinary 
clarity of alignment. It’s not emo¬ 
tional, but it’s wonderfully exhila¬ 
rating. 

That Saturday and Sunday 
belong to Kulintang Arts (Sept. 
23-24), who explore the Asian- 
American experience using a 
fusion of kulintang, Chinese 
opera, and postmodern dance 
forms. 

At the end of the month (Sept. 
28-Oct. 1) come the mime-based 
dances of Matthew Childs (to 
quirky scores by Thelonious 
Monk) - droll, clean, clever - 
and the complete version of A 
Hole in the World, a dance-por¬ 
trait by Deborah Slater of her 
father. Portions of this have been 
shown before, and it’s a powerful, 
generous tribute to an exasperat¬ 
ing good man. 

Rounding out the series will be 
the satiric performance pieces of 
Erica Essner and the sweeping 
momentum of Scott Wells and his 
troupe of contact-improv dancers, 
who move with a surprising vul¬ 
nerability as well as speed and 
power. ▼

heater Artaud is a gutted 
Victorian factory in the 
Mission where perform¬ 
ing artists can afford to 
experiment on a large scale. Over 
the last ten years dancers have 
climbed on its I-beams, swung 
out on its two-ton loading boom, 
scaled the windows, and crawled 
across girders at cathedral height 
- and they’ve also used the space 
in less unusual ways. A decade of 
improvements have gentrified the 
building so that performers, if 
they choose, can use it as a con¬ 
ventional theater: the seats are 
comfortable, the sound is good, 
and it will hold a big crowd. 

After a summer of seismic 
retrofitting, Theater Artaud has 
reopened with an “emerging 
artists” series. The immense depth 
of Theater Artaud challenges 
dancers who’re used to perform¬ 
ing in lofts or cramped spaces; 
they have to project BIG in here. 


Yasmen Sorab Mehta’s California 
Contemporary Dancers filled the 
stage completely last week and 
sometimes hit unusual configura¬ 
tions that pulsed with energy and 
radiated out into the house with 
power. 

Mehta’s theme was non-vio¬ 
lence, and she’d built the evening 
around evocations of the Dalai 
Lama, Mahatma Gandhi, and the 
founder of Aikido, Morihei 
Ueshiba. Only the last section 
was completely successful, but in 
it you could see the principles in 
action. Mehta had brought in mar¬ 
tial artists to perform with her 
dancers, and the Aikido masters 
could engulf an invading force. 
You could see this as clearly as 
you might see waves coming to 
shore. With a graceful and loving 
power they redirected the hostile 
energy into the ground. 
Characteristically, the attacker 
would get swirled around and 
thrown into a somersault. At one 
point a master held his ground 
center-stage as wave upon wave 
of attackers came at him, 
engaged, spiraled, and rolled out 
of the way. 

Ms. Mehta’s choreography for 
her own dancers featured clear 
shapes and technically difficult 
steps, which were executed with 
distinction but didn’t seem to add 
up; the Aikido masters’ phrases 
were always lucid, limpid, and 
intelligible by contrast. 

This coming weekend, there 
are two different programs. 
Tonight and tomorrow feature the 
elegant, witty dancing of Janice 
Garrett and Jonathan Lunn (Sept. 
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The New Conservatory Theatre presents

was made in 1953). Like the 
much-loved later work, I Vitelloni 
is a bittersweet tragi-comedy of 
life in small-town Italy based on 
the directors own childhood in 
Rimini. Its gentle observation of 
the eternal battle of the sexes fol¬ 
lows five young bucks through 
their post-adolescent experiences 
with and without women. No 
other culture travels in packs the 
way Italians do, and Fellini cap¬ 
tures this phenomenon with fasci¬ 
nation and compassion. (Franco 
Interlenghi’s Moraldo, the most 
sympathetic member of the group, 
is a dead-ringer for Tony 
Goldwyn.) 

I Vitelloni will be shown with a 
short curiosity piece called Toby 
Dammit, one of three films direct¬ 
ed by Fellini, Louis Malle, and 
Roger Vadim in 1969 and released 
in the U.S. under the title Spirits of 
the Dead. Based loosely on Edgar 
Allen Poe stories, the films fea¬ 
tured some of the top international 
stars of the era, including Jane and 
Peter Fonda and Alain Delon. In 
the title role, a pr e-Priscilla 
Terence Stamp enters a Poe-like 
nightmare as a burnt-out film star 
in Rome. Toby Dammit is worth 
seeing because it is rarely 
screened. 

Fellini did not return to the 
subdued tone of I Vitelloni until he 
made Amarcord in the early ’70s. 
In the meantime he indulged his 
surreal fantasies with his most 
notorious movies of the ’60s: 8- 
1/2 and La Dolce Vita. (8-1/2 
appeared in the first week of Tutto 
Fellini, but La Dolce Vita can be 
seen on Sept. 6 with The 
Temptations of Dr. Antonio, a lit¬ 
tle-seen short from the 1962 film 
anthology Boccaccio '70.) Little 
else can be said about La Dolce 
Vita except, “See it!” Fellini in his 
prime lets his imagination and 
camera run wild across the Eternal 
City of 1960, capturing it for pos¬ 
terity in all its decadence and 
splendor. As the protagonist and 
the director’s alter-ego, the hand¬ 
some young Marcello Mastroianni 
is bemused perfection, victim and 
victor, user and used. His scene 
with the voluptuous Anita Ekberg 
in the Trevi Fountain is a surreal 
romance for the ages. The sweet 
life, indeed! 

Paeans to the 
Eternal City 

The director’s other paeans to 
Rome comprise a double feature 
on Sunday, Sept. 3. Fellini's Roma 
and Fellini Satyricon form a light 
and dark diptych of this most 
modem and ancient of cities. 

Fellini’s Roma contains some 
classic scenes of the director’s 


memories of his arrival in the 
Italian capital in the ’40s as a 
naive young man from the 
provinces. It also includes not one 
but two brothel scenes and a 
rowdy vaudeville theater company 
whose acts are cut short by a 
World War II air raid. Much of the 
film, however, seems curiously 
dated. While the “eternal” aspects 
of Rome shine, the director’s 
infatuation with the hippie 
lifestyle of 1972 freezes his pseu¬ 
do-documentary in time. 

Satyricon, on the other hand, is 
timeless in its evocation of ancient 
Rome gone mad. It was something 
of a scandal at the time of its 
release in 1969, and it is certainly 
not to everyone’s taste, but when 
Fellini took chances, he took them 
big; Satyricon remains one of the 
most individualistic signature 
pieces of one of the most easily 
identifiable cinema auteurs of all 
time. The homoerotic scenes are 
presented with no more sensation¬ 
alism than the rest of this sensa¬ 
tional film. 

On Saturday, Sept. 2, Fellini’s 
Casanova runs as a double-feature 
all by itself, and what an inflated 
elephant it is! Donald Sutherland’s 
career survived this carnival, but 
one wonders how. The film is 
doomed at the first sight of 
Sutherland, whose reptilian 
Casanova is the most unlikely 
seducer this side of John 
Malkovich in Dangerous 
Liaisons. While it is interesting to 
watch Fellini take on 18th-century 
Venice, the film is far from erotic, 
as it more closely resembles Bob 
Guccione’s Caligula in its 
mechanical view of sex (though 
without the hard-core porn). 
Fellini’s Casanova is almost 
redeemed by Danilo Donati’s 
sumptuous set designs, especially 
the Venetian exteriors. And in 
almost every scene, what little act¬ 
ing does take place is upstaged by 
the outrageous Donati costumes, 
which won an Oscar. If you really 
want to see Donald Sutherland in 
Venice, skip Casanova and rent 
Nicholas Roeg’s haunting version 
of the Daphne du Maurier novella 
Don’t Look Now. 

A moment off 
silence, please 

Two of the director’s later 
works are scheduled for the festi¬ 
val’s finale on Thursday, Sept. 7, 
Ginger & Fred and Intervista. 
Both are best forgotten. While 
Fellini’s fans eagerly anticipated 
the pairing of alter-ego 
Mastroianni with leading lady 
Giulietta Masina (Ginger & Fred), 
as well as the reunion of La Dolce 
Vita lovers Mastroianni and 
Ekberg ( Intervista ), both films are 
major disappointments, rambling 
and unsatisfying.

reflection of Liberace’s “grand 
style and tasteful opulence.”

The Luxor 
Hotel pyramid stands out from a 
distance, as it does up close, and 
the other high-rise hotels cluster 
around it. As we drive past the 
huge stucco sphinx to a porte 
cochere of Egyptian columns, my 
companion has an overwhelming 
sense of doom. His foreboding 
continues into the lobby, past the 
indoor Nile River with its tour 
boats and guides. “It’s the 
iconography, ” he explains. 
“They’ve taken all these ancient, 
sacred symbols and stolen them 
for purely commercial purposes. 
There has to be some karmic 
payback for all this. ” 

Las Vegas and its buildings 
look small from a distance. The 
pyramid is 30 stories tall and 
the hotel has over 4,000 
employees, but the MGM 
across the street is twice as 
large. The scale is deceptive. 
Luxor, the MGM Grand 
and Excalibur, which are 
all in the same block, have 
a total of 11,563 rooms. 

Officially, it’s off-sea¬ 
son, but we wait in 
line for everything. 


No mention 

The car and piano collection 
at the Liberace Museum contains 
several antique pianos, allegedly 
played by famous composers, as 
well as many of Liberace’s 
antique cars. Some of the cars, 
like some of the pianos, are com¬ 
pletely covered in rhinestones or 
tiny mirrored tiles. Liberace’s 
office and bedroom, from his 
“Spanish-style hacienda in Palm 
Springs,” are re-created here. His 
bedroom suite, designed by the 
maestro himself, features two 
twin beds. 

Nowhere in the museum is 
there any mention of Liberace’s 
sexuality or the cause of his death 
in 1987. Outside of blood rela¬ 
tions and show 
business peers, 
the visitor is 
led to 
assume that 
Liberace had no 
life whatsoever.

Luxor is weird. As we walk 
through the door, heading for 
registration, the first smell that 
■greets us is mildew. We decide 
it’s a combination of the indoor 
river and a fog machine that cre¬ 
ates a perpetual mist for the 
entertainment of passengers 
embarking on their boat tour of 
“ancient Egypt. ’’ 

The hotel’s logistics are a 
nightmare. Not even the employ¬ 
ees know their way around. The 
casino is accessible from every¬ 
where, but it’s impossible to find 
anything else. Beneath the ful¬ 
crum of the pyramid, on the 
fourth floor, there is a vast post¬ 
modern city consisting of gift 
shops, food venues and entertain¬ 
ment options like virtual reality 
games. On a different floor, there 
are reportedly several show¬ 
rooms with live entertainment. In 
our three-day stay at Luxor, we 
never run across them. Nor do we 
ever run across any tourists 
whom we could clearly identify 
as gay or lesbian. Yet over at The 
Mirage, Siegfried and Roy reign 
supreme. A five-story billboard 
displays their moussed, stretched 
and pancaked faces beside one of 
their famous tigers. The tiger 
looks quite lifelike. 

The library and the gift shop 
of the Liberace Museum sell trin¬ 
kets that are really cheap, but not 
inexpensive. There are lots of 
fake rings, Liberace concerts on 
video and various knickknacks 
sporting Liberace’s flowery sig¬ 
nature, which the museum has 
placed under copyright. Families 
with children and little old ladies 
roam the aisles, seemingly filled 
with awe. My reaction is some¬ 
what different. 

What was Liberace attempt¬ 
ing with his high camp, highly 
closeted persona? In show busi¬ 
ness nomenclature, you can con¬ 
jugate “Liberace” - from past to 
present tense - as follows: Billy 
De Wolfe, Paul Lynde, Rip 
Taylor, Richard Simmons. 
Neither real nor Memorex, they 
are “entertainment personali¬ 
ties,” and the thing they imper¬ 
sonate is the thing they are least 
willing to acknowledge a person¬ 
al connection to. They publicly 
walk a particular path while 
declaring it to be the road not 
taken. It is a peculiar specialty, 
one that would seem to work 
well on The Twilight Zone. But 
winning in show business 
through this modus operandi 
seems to be the equivalent of 
becoming the world’s largest 
rhinestone. ▼

Debating Queer 


Virtually Normal: An Argument 
About Homosexuality by 
Andrew Sullivan, Knopf, $22

ast week I read three small 
books on the politics of 
homosexuality. Two were 
published last year - A 
More Perfect Union by Richard 
D. Mohr, and Created Equal by 
Michael Nava and Robert 
Dawidoff. The third, Virtually 
Normal, by Andrew Sullivan, has 
just been published. All three 
books are optimistically 
addressed to the nongay majority, 
aimed in true Enlightenment fash¬ 
ion not only at their readers’ rea¬ 
son but to the awakened con¬ 
science as well. Maybe this is 
why they were so depressing to 
read. 

As Nava and Dawidoff 
remark, it is frustrating “having to 
explain to the majority things that 
people are not supposed to have 
to explain,” such as equal citizens 
deserve equal rights. It is infuriat¬ 
ing “that one must respond with 
arguments from reason and histo¬ 
ry, delivered in tones of concilia¬ 
tion, to views that are offensive 


and to opponents who have noth¬ 
ing but their own fears, prejudice, 
and secret agendas to offer.” Yet 
this is exactly the task these writ¬ 
ers have set themselves. Short of 
forming our own militia, what 
other choice do we have? 

In some ways, Sullivan is the 
most optimistic, and it is his argu¬ 
ment I will analyze here. Ever 
conciliatory, Sullivan is deter¬ 
mined to engage his opponents on 
the highest possible ground. He 
groups his antagonists into four 
political categories: the prohibi¬ 
tionists, the liberationists, the 
conservatives, and the liberals. 
This is the classic rhetorical strat¬ 
egy of divide and conquer, where¬ 
by Sullivan reveals the fatal flaw 
of each position before he pre¬ 
sents his own. It almost succeeds. 

The prohibitionist position - 
homosexuality should be prohib¬ 
ited because it is against nature - 
is not sheer bigotry, Sullivan 
insists. “As arguments go, it has a 
rich literature, an extensive histo¬ 
ry, a complex philosophical core, 
and a view of humanity that tells 
a coherent and at times beautiful 
story of the meaning of our natur¬ 
al selves.” Who would have 


guessed? 

As Sullivan well knows, the 
“nature” argument is notoriously 
malleable. It all depends upon 
whose nature is being defined - 
the civilized speaker or the stig¬ 
matized other. The rich literature 
to which Sullivan refers includes 
complex philosophical discus¬ 
sions about the innate inferiority 
of foreigners, slaves, women, and 
men who are sexually penetrated 
by other men. And despite what 
Sullivan says, the people who 
employ it only do so to justify 
their primitive revulsion against 
homosexuality. Otherwise every¬ 
one easily sees this coherent, 
beautiful tradition for exactly 
what it is - a curious philosophi¬ 
cal fiction. 

Sullivan hardly advances his 
case when he turns to the biblical 
reflection of this tradition. His 
strange interpretation of St. Paul’s 
explicit condemnation of homo¬ 
sexual acts will convince no one: 
in Sullivan’s New Age reading, 
Paul exhorts each of us to actual¬ 
ize our own God-given “nature,” 
wh«6i Paul’s obvious point is that 
all human 4©.ure is corrupt until 
redeemed in Christ. Equally

strange is Jfce encouragement 
Sullivan deffves from Cardinal 
Jt^gpfi Ratziqger’s hateful letter 


“The Pastoral Care of 
Homosexual Persons,” which 
concludes by stating that homo¬ 
sexuality is an “intrinsic moral 
evil.” 
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The dirty secret, as Sullivan 
eventually admits, is that the pro¬ 
hibitionist position is tactical, not 
principled. Natural law is a philo¬ 
sophical fig leaf for Christian big¬ 
ots, who have little use for it other 
than condemning “unnatural” 
homosexuals. Sullivan knows 
this. “Like unreasoned emotion, 
unanswerable religious authority 
is, well, unanswerable.” Which 
brings us back to the beginning. 


Liberals and 
conservatives 

The liberationist argument 
represents the opposite extreme. 
Fifteen years after Foucault, it’s 
pretty tired: homosexuality is an 
invented classification, a “con¬ 
struction.” Sexual identity is 
merely another form of bondage, 
etc. But as Leo Bersani points out 
in Homos, however philosophi¬ 
cally and existentially juicy this 
position might be, it’s political 
suicide. “It is not possible to be 
gay-affirming, or politically 
effective as gays, if gayness has 
no specificity.” 

Sullivan gives the libera¬ 
tionists their due, even as he 
insists upon “the freedom con¬ 
structionism cannot understand.” 
He argues that human beings “are 
not social constructions all the 
way down,” and that something 
ineluctable remains to subvert any 
power structure “by wit, by impu¬ 
dence, by art, by commerce, by 
passion, by honesty.” He’s right. 

But he’s wrong when he 
decries “outing” as the logical 
extension of liberationist tactics. 
Sullivan goes on for several pages 
about how awful outing is (“the 
forced liberation of others”) with¬ 
out ever engaging the most cogent 
defense of outing to date - 
Richard Mohr’s excellent essay in 
Gay Ideas. Could this be because 
Mohr is not a liberationist at all 
but a classic liberal, and so falls 
athwart Sullivan’s scheme? 

There’s no space here to 
rehearse the arguments. Suffice it 
to say that Mohr is more persua¬ 
sive when he argues that the 
Sullivan position confuses legiti¬ 
mate privacy with a secrecy pred¬ 
icated on shame - “outing vio¬ 
lates no right of privacy, and talk 
of outing as gay terrorism and gay 
fascism is rhetoric as vapid as it is 
overheated.” The truth shall set us 
free. 

Sullivan is on firmer ground 
when he addresses the conserva¬ 
tive position. For him, a conserv¬ 
ative is a “variety of liberal” who 
views politics as a moral arena.

it means to have no loved version 
of your life but the one you 
make. ” 

Mother, sisters, cousins, aunts, 
uncles appear regularly, and the 
shifts in her relationships with 
family are a barometer of the 
author’s own transformation. In an 
especially moving passage Allison 
reconciles with a younger sister 
when both are well into adulthood 
and they exchange stories of dif¬ 
ferent but equally damaged girl¬ 
hoods and share a hard-won place 
of mutual respect and love. 

The author flatly describes 
being raped by her stepfather at 
the age of five, constant beatings 
throughout childhood, and the 
constriction of shame, until one 
day she stands up to him and 
“knows for the first time ... no 
confusion, only outrage and 
pride.” Allison minces no words 
about her desire for retribution: as 
a teenager, she learns to shoot a 
gun, imagining his heart as the tar¬ 
get. Noting that such thoughts 
aren’t supposed to be thought, 
much less voiced, especially by a 
woman, the author unapologeti- 
cally and unequivocally claims 
her right to righteous rage. 


from love. The story is the “piece 
of magic” that unlocks the king¬ 
dom of wholeness: “I am sup¬ 
posed to have shrunk down and 
died. I am supposed to be deeply 
broken and incapable of love or 
trust or passion. But I am not, and 
part of why that is so is the nature 
of the stories I told myself to sur¬ 
vive.” 

The phrase “two or three 
things I know for sure” punctu¬ 
ates the text like a particularly 
American working-class mantra, 
serving to drive home a narrative 
point with unerring precision. It 
encapsulates the self-disparaging 
but unvarnished wisdom of the 
women of Allison’s family, who 
lacked the means to avoid the 
harsh circumstances of their lives 
- marrying and having children 
too young, enduring countless 
dead-end jobs, being ground 
down by physical and mental 
exhaustion - but not the bitter 
clarity of knowing what they had 
lost, or had never had. Allison 
reclaims the phrase as a mantle of 
cautious hope, and in her com¬ 
pelling voice it is unsentimental, 
warrior-fierce, and ultimately 
compassionate. 


These qualities can also be 
detected in the snapshot portraits 
of Allison and her family that 
appear throughout the book. The 
faces of these women and men 
may often be overshadowed by 
masks of stubborn determination 
or hard-edged looks of wary 
bemusement, but they also reveal 
their humanity. The book’s ele¬ 
gant presentation of text and 
image might at first glance seem 
to belie the often raw-edged 
material between its covers, but 
like Allison’s deceptively simple 
language, it has been expertly 
crafted. Without such skillful 
treatment, the emotional intensity 
of Two or Three Things might 
leave the reader feeling blud¬ 
geoned rather than moved. 

Once again, Dorothy Allison 
has worked her literary magic, 
transforming raw pain into salva¬ 
tion, the bare bones of language 
into spirit. The powerful story¬ 
telling in this slim book recon¬ 
firms her as a master of the craft, 
and a truly authentic, uncompro¬ 
mising voice: “Two or three 
things I know for sure and one of 
them is that telling the story all the 
way through is an act of love. ” ▼ 
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And she reveals the difficult, 
years-long process of reclaiming 
her body and sexuality with the 
same unsparing honesty. Allison 
tackles the thorny relationship 
between violence and desire that 
often arises for survivors of sexu¬ 
al abuse, the dissociation of sex

dapted from a spoken- 
word piece developed 
after completion of her 
i breakthrough novel 
Bastard Out of Carolina in 1991, 
Dorothy Allison’s new book Two 
or Three Things I Know for Sure 
mines the rich, dark vein of her 
personal history. Two or Three 
Things traces Allison’s path from 
her childhood in Greenville, 
South Carolina, through coming 
to terms with the legacy of pover¬ 
ty, violence, and abuse, to 
glimpses into her present-day life, 
writing and raising a child with 
her partner. 

Because it limns territory simi¬ 
lar to Bastard, this slim volume 
could serve as a kind of autobio¬ 
graphical companion piece to that 
acclaimed work of fiction. Yet, as 
Allison demonstrates eloquently 
throughout, “fiction” and “truth” 
are for her not mutually exclusive 
categories; they interpenetrate and 
merge in the healing alchemy of 
storytelling. “I’m a storyteller,” 
she writes. “I’ll work to make you 
believe me. Throw in some real 
stuff, change a few details, add the 
certainty of outrage. I know the 
use of fiction in a world of hard 
truth, the way fiction can be a 
harder piece of truth.” 

Allison begins by recalling 
storytelling to her sisters on the 
“women who ran away,” escaping 
marred childhoods and hard lives. 
“Talking story” is a means not 
only to counter the erosion of 
spirit and psyche, but to imagina¬ 
tively remake a world of possibil¬ 
ity. “Two or three things I know 
for sure, and one of them is what

Tonight, Aug. 31, City of 
Women plays with Fellini’s last 
film Voce della Luna (Voice of the 
Moon). The former features 
Mastroianni as a libidinous 
fiftysomething philanderer who is 
put in his place for two tortured 
hours by armies of hostile women 
and militant feminists. The movie 
is 8-1/2 with heightened technolo¬ 
gy. Mastroianni, still of the chis¬ 
eled profile even though he was 
pushing 60 at the time, plays him¬ 
self to a “t.” 

Voice of the Moon has hardly 
been seen, at least in the U.S., 
perhaps because the appeal of 
Roberto Benigni, the nebbishy 
Woody Allen-like protagonist, 
was literally lost in translation. 
There are a few bright moments, 
among them a delightfully unex¬ 
pected wedding ceremony. A 
poignant moment comes at film’s 
end with Fellini’s last screen dia¬ 
logue, which takes place between 
Benigni and the moon: “My poor 
heart doesn’t know what to think 
anymore. If there were a bit more 
silence,” he says. “If we were all 
a bit silent, maybe we’d under¬ 
stand something.” Enigmatic 
closing words from Fellini, whose 
mission was to create noise, color, 
texture, and chaos on the screen. 

Even in Fellini’s lesser works, 
there is always something to savor. 
It is a joy to observe recurring 
motifs in the oeuvre of the man 
who brought Italy to the rest of the 
world on the silver screen: a grown 
man up a tree, religious sculptures 
in transit, the flickering, snakelike 
tongues and rolled-back eyes of 
possessed lovers, families taken by 
surprise by a train rumbling 
through their bedroom, and bizarre 
collections of figures on a beach. 
Abbondanza! T

Lesbian Writer Fights the System 

Seeing Red

itting in a booth inside 
the Sunday afternoon 
dusky coolness of the 
Sausage Factory, Red 
Jordan Arobateau reflects on her 
life. Here, she thinks, would be a 
good setting for her next novel. A 
woman would sit, watching 
Castro Street come alive, the 
ghosts of her own memories 
walking silently among the 
crowds. 

“The story would start off in 
this restaurant. This woman who 
has two wives looks in the mirror 
and sees all these remembrances. 
What do you think?” 

Two wives? “I’ve been around 
for a long time, so I have a lot of 
stories. I see my stories as a kind 
of mosaic of me and the people I 
know. Some of the stories are 
about me. Some of the characters 
have my name, but aren’t about 
me. Some of the characters are a 
composite of me and other people. 
But they all have something to 
say.” 

Red Jordan Arobateau has a lot 
to say, more than 40 books worth. 
Still, hers is not a name that con¬ 
jures instant recognition as a pro¬ 
lific lesbian writer. 

“I always figured that I would 
catch on. When I started out, there 
was nobody writing she/she. But I 
don’t know, until this year I could¬ 
n’t find a publisher.” 

It wasn’t for lack of trying, she 
says, ticking off the names of the 
feminist presses that have taken 
what the publishing business 
politely calls “a pass” on her 


books. “When I’d ask these pub¬ 
lishers why, they wouldn’t really 
give me a straight answer. They’d 
say things like it didn’t fit into 
their categories or whatever. Hell, 
I’ve got enough stuff to be my 
own category.” 

Gay snapshots 

While relative anonymity in 
American literature is the curse of 
many lesbian writers. Red Jordan 
Arobateau believes she’s up 
against a publishing system that 
would like to forget there is a 
world filled with hard-loving, cal- 
lused, working-class, mixed-race 
dykes who do hard time for their 
women, sell sex because they 
have to, and numb the pain with 
rivers of Jack Daniels and lines of 
coke. “My stories are a snapshot 
of gay life among a certain class 
of people and maybe it doesn’t 
appeal to everybody, but there’s 
some trashy dyke out there who 
will relate to it. Those are the peo¬ 
ple I want to reach. The rich 
women have enough writers 
telling their stories.” 

The recently published Lucy & 
Mickey: A Butch Trip Through 
Life Before Stonewall and Satan’s 
Best: A Lesbian Biker Novel (both 
from Masquerade Books) focus on 
hard times punctuated with flashes 
of joy. “There’s a positiveness that 
flows through all those 
heartaches,” she says. “The person 
achieves victory or lives long 
enough to see the fruition of the 
gay and lesbian movement. A lot 
of time these characters go 
through a lot of hell, but at the end 
there is some sort of victory. So I 


have this powerful, positive force 
that moves through the stories.” 

Part of the force, too, are the 
no-holds-barred sex scenes that 
take up no small portion of the 
characters’ lives and pages in the 
books. That’s part of the appeal, 
the writer says. 

“Between 1973 and 1980, I 
think I’d ground out 20 novels. I 
stopped writing for 11 years. Then 
I got inspired and wrote Lucy & 
Mickey. My writing has definitely 
gotten better. My style has 
matured, the stories are deeper 
and more descriptive, and there’s 
a lot more sex. My early stories 
didn’t have hardly any sex, now I 
put sex in everything.” 

Raucous and raw 

Like the characters in her sto¬ 
ries, Red Jordan Arobateau’s writ¬ 
ing is raucous and raw and rough- 
hewn. She has no editor - believ¬ 
ing that editing is akin to censor¬ 
ship - and it shows. Sometimes 
meandering, often redundant, 
almost always outside the bound¬ 
aries of grammar, the writing is 
also occasionally beautiful, crack¬ 
ling with a kind of sparse energy. 

In an early scene from Lucy & 
Mickey, two star-crossed lovers, a 
baby butch and an alcoholic pros¬ 
titute, make their way through the 
streets of Chicago after perform¬ 
ing a sex scene for aging voyeurs: 

People who have lost their for¬ 
tunes & they are here. 

An old couple descends the 
open stairwell of a broken-down 
hotel. Very poor. The ancient 
woman is bent over in the spine, 
so her face is perpetually focused 


down at the sidewalk; helped 
along by the old man. 

“There’s a place in New York 
used to be called Hell's Kitchen, ” 
Mickey says. 

“I seen it. It’s tough. ” 

A bum walks by, feet stuck in 
run-over shoes, so he walks on 
their worn leather sides. Another 
bum scurries by, trousers held 
together by safety pins. 

The what-happened-to-them? 
people. Old grizzly face. Denims 
turned gray, no longer blue. Do a 
slow shuffle. 

“Skid row ain’t as big as the 
Bowery. ” Brimming full of thou¬ 
sands of alcoholics it made Clark 
Street look like a wino kinder¬ 
garten. 

As if somebody had pulled back 


the lid of hell to see all the creatures 
in torture; faces contorted by red 
flames, which grimace and twist; 
bizarre; who strike odd poses, 
whose lives had somehow wound 
up down here in the gutter. T

VISUAL FEAST FOR 
COCK FETISHISTS 


Luisa Tetrazzini: The Florentine 
Nightingale by Charles Neilson 
Gattey; Amadeus Press, $39.95

ost contemporary 
opera lovers know 
Luisa Tetrazzini 
(1871-1940) as an 
obese soprano who made lots of 
“farewell” tours before dying so 
poor the city of Milan had to pay 
for her funeral. Not so, says 
Charles Neilson Gattey in his 
biography of the diva. True, she 
made vast fortunes and gave most 
of it away, but she never lived in 
poverty. 

Luisa Tetrazzini: The 

Florentine Nightingale quotes lib¬ 
erally from reviews, correspon¬ 
dence and articles written about 
the singer during her life, and the 
portrait that emerges is endlessly 
entertaining. Her first husband, an 
impresario almost 20 years her 
senior, literally locked her in their 
home after her wildly successful 
debut. She escaped by climbing 
down a rope of sheets and soon 
was appearing in South America 
with her lover, a well-known bari¬ 
tone named Cesari. The public, 
including the president of more 
than one South American country, 
went crazy for her. Luisa’s jilted 
husband tried to haul her into 
court. 

And that’s the story of 
Tetrazzini’s life - an endless suc¬ 
cession of male companions (as 
she got older and fatter they got 
younger), public performances 
rapturously received by the pub¬ 
lic, critics and colleagues, and 
constant appearances in court as 
theater managers sued her, only to 
be countersued in turn. 

“She is capricious and way¬ 
ward and if you wish to succeed in 
obtaining her you must pamper 
her like a spoiled child,” grumbled 
an impresario in 1907. “She is 
extremely dissolute in her private 
life and much affected by flattery 
and champagne.” 

Tetrazzini was consistent. 
Thirty years later her second hus¬ 
band, whom she called her “toy 
boy” (he was 23 years younger), 
sued her, declaring the singer was

incapable of managing her own 
affairs, citing as evidence the fact 
that her villa in Rome had become 
a meeting place for spiritualist and 
“mysterious rites [which] 
inevitably wound up in the clink¬ 
ing of champagne cups.” 
(Apparently the poor boy was 
rather prudish and could not keep 
up with his wife’s strong sex 
drive. He also tried to stop her 
from “frequenting bars and pick¬ 
ing up men.” He lost.) 

Obviously, bubbly, infectious 
Tetrazzini and the city of San 
Francisco were made for each 
other. It was here where she made 
her U.S. debut at the Tivoli Opera 
House on January 11, 1905. On 
Christmas Eve, 1910 (before the 
days of amplification) she sang to 
a crowd of more than a quarter 
million people who jammed the 
spot where Kearny, Grant and 
Market Streets come together. 
People on the fringes of the crowd 
said the orchestra was inaudible, 
but they heard Tetrazzini. Today 
on that spot a plaque commemo¬ 
rating the event is still on Lotta 
Crabtree’s fountain. When it was 
unveiled. Chef Ernest Arbogast of 
San Francisco’s Palace Hotel cre¬ 
ated “Chicken Tetrazzini” in the 
soprano’s honor. 

Fortunately the diva made 
many recordings in her prime, so

A girl grows into a woman 
and begins a new life, but 
she can’t escape her 
haunting memories of 
living as a palace servant’s daugh¬ 
ter in the Tunisian/French collabo¬ 
ration Les Silences du Palais.

Upon learning of the death of ex-Bey Prince 
Sid’Ali, she returns to the palace that she abruptly fled 10 years 
before, bringing to life a past she thought was buried. 

Wandering the empty rooms of the now-dilapidated palace. Alia 
relives her fascinating and fearful adolescence in the Prince’s deca¬ 
dent court. With revolution looming outside the palace walls, 
young Alia (Hend Sabri) observes all: dancing women at the night¬ 
ly parties; servants gabbing amongst themselves in the kitchen; her 
mother’s rape and self-administered abortion. Although just 15, she 
is constantly aware of men’s sexual advances. Her beautiful moth¬ 
er Khedija (Amel Hedhili), a royal consort herself, fights quietly 
but relentlessly to protect Alia. “If a man touches you, run away,” 
Alia is warned. 

A well-told story, and a powerful indictment of class and gender 
relations, Les Silences du Palais received Special Mention by the 
Jury at the 1994 Cannes Film Festival. ▼

t my deadline the official 
word is that The 
Powerhouse Bar (1347 
8$ ^ Folsom) will open its 
doors to the public tonight, Aug. 

The owner this time is 
Larry Odhner, who says the bar is 
basically the same as before, 
except for the new paint. 

Long the definitive leather bar 
in San Francisco, the building has 
been standing dormant since the 
doors closed (under different man¬ 
agement) on Sunday, April 28, 
1991. At the time it was rumored it 
would reopen as the No Name Bar, 
but that never happened. 

The place had a long history, 
and an even longer list of names 
associated with that history. When 
it first opened as a small cocktail 
lounge in the summer of 1970 it 
was called In Between, named so 
because it was literally in between 
the Ramrod (now the No Name) 
and Fe-Be’s (now the very straight 
Paradise Lounge). Next, in Aug. of 
’71, it was called the Cow Palace 
Saloon, a C&W bar that never 
caught on because two days after 
the Cow Palace opened, the Boot 
Camp on 10th & Bryant opened 
and stole the thunder from every 
bar South of Market. 

After that, a series of owners 
enjoyed some success with names 
like The Phoenix, The Bolt, the No 
Name Bar, the Brig and, finally, 
The Powerhouse. Whether or not 
the bar will remain true to its leg¬ 
endary leather reputation remains 
to be seen. Check it out.

participants - try saying that three 
times really fast! - one might call 
it a fairy ferry. (I couldn’t resist.) 

The picnic is at the East

Thus a conservative will tolerate 
(morally suspect) homosexuality 
only to the extent that it remains 
invisible - the politics of the clos¬ 
et. in other words. Homosexuals 
should be sufficiently ashamed 
not to trouble society with their 
existence. Surprisingly, Sullivan 
now attacks the specious, human¬ 
ly destructive distinction between 
public and private, which he just 
defended in his attack on outing: 
“homosexuals claim publicly that 
they are gay, but seek privacy for 
whatever they may actually do in 
private.” (This is precisely 
Mohr’s point.) Coming out or 
outing others rejects the imputed 
shame of being gay, and requires 
conservatives to honor their own 
rhetoric about human rights. 
Silence equals injustice. 

On the other hand, Sullivan 
faults liberals for not being 
rhetorical enough. Liberals are 
moral wimps, refusing to engage 
opponents on substantive issues, 
“using the language of rights in 
an area where it is impossible to 
avoid the language of goods.” 
But, Sullivan intones, “politics 
cannot do the work of life.” 

This is disingenuous. Sullivan 
obscures the liberal claim. 
Equality under the law for a 
minority does not require the 
moral approbation of the majori¬ 
ty. Nava and Dawidoff point out 
that “Martin Luther King, Jr. was 
right when he said you can’t leg¬ 
islate the hearts of men, but so 
was Thurgood Marshall when he 
added that you can legislate their 
conduct.” And equal rights, not 
moral goods, is the only relevant 
factor here. 

Fortunately, when Sullivan 
finally defines his own politics of 
homosexuality, he is lucid on this 
point: “that all public ... discrimi¬ 
nation against homosexuals be 
ended and that every right and

responsibility that heterosexuals 
enjoy be extended to those who 
grow up and find themselves 
emotionally different. And that is 
all.” His test cases are identical to 
those advanced in the two other 
books - gays in the military and 
gay marriage - as is his funda¬ 
mental principle. The last two 
chapters provide a persuasive and 
eloquent conclusion to his argu¬ 
ment. 

At the beginning of this review 
I doubted that these books would 
convince anyone not already con¬ 
vinced, but I can think of one 
strong exception - the closeted 
homosexual. To the degree that 
these books encourage such peo¬ 
ple to come out, they will have 
done their work. Sullivan’s best 
argument is for outing ourselves: 
“We now have to be political in 
order to be prepolitical. Our battle, 
after all, is not for political victory 
but for personal integrity.” ▼

Larry Lopata, 

Creator of Q Cologne 


Straight 
But Sassy

arry Lopata is not a typi¬ 
cal fragrance manufactur¬ 
er. The 29-year-old New 
Yorker left his cushy 
career-track position with an 
international fragrance house to 
create a new fragrance on his 
own - Q Cologne, the first scent 
designed to attract men to other 
men. A grassroots organizer with 
a corporate mind, Lopata sets 
himself apart from his competi¬ 
tion succinctly. 

“I’m not Elizabeth Arden,” he 
says. “Though I do look good in 
a dress.” 

Sometimes it’s 
easy to forget that 
he’s straight. 

'Targeting the 
gay community isn’t 
exactly a new concept 
in cologne marketing. 
Companies like Calvin 
Klein and Versace 
have long culti¬ 
vated gay cus- 
t o m e r s 
through 
slick, 
homoerotic 
advertising 
campaigns. 

Surveys 
indicate 
that gay 
men buy 
between 15 
and 20 per¬ 
cent of the 
cologne 
sold in this 
country, but 
no major 
players 
have openly 
courted gay 
customers 
openly. 

“They’re 
blatantly 
going for the 
market,” Lopata says of 
his larger competitors. But 
none of the bigger companies 
was willing to start up a new 
product line with an explicitly 
gay niche, so Lopata started 
doing market research. From 
hundreds of questionnaires and 
Internet discussion groups, he 
relied on gay input every step 
of the way. 

That input supplied Lopata 
with some surprising results. 
Gay men most frequently cited 
patchouli as one of their favorite 
scents, and said they wanted a 
fragrance that was less overpow¬ 
ering than some popular brands. 
The result is a woodsy blend of 
spices - nutmeg, cocoa, amber, 
and sandalwood - that stands out 
as mellow and earthy in an age of 
florals and strong pheromone- 
loaded musks. Q Cologne is 
intended to be a warm fragrance, 
rather than a hot one; reflecting 
this slant, the ad campaign will 
not feature the usual bevy of 
bulging shirtless hunks flexing 
their arms and admiring their 
own shaved chests. 

“We didn’t want to go for the 
muscle boy hunk,” says Lopata, 
thankfully eschewing the obvi¬ 
ous for the interesting. “I wanted 
to show the spirituality, the beau¬ 
ty of that energy between two 
people.” 

Those “two people” don’t 
necessarily have to be gay men, 
either. Lopata says early reports 
show positive responses from 
lesbians. Straight women, who 


have been buying men’s cologne 
for years, have also expressed 
great interest in a cologne 
designed to attract men. And 
even some of Lopata’s straight 
male friends have started wear¬ 
ing it, although one friend tells 
him that his refrigerator repair 
man won’t leave him alone now. 

The “Q Mobile” 

Now that Q Cologne is avail¬ 
able in most places across the 
country - and once it appears in 
the Shocking Gray catalog in 
September, it will be nationally 
available - Lopata is striving to 
maintain the community- 
driven feel. Although 
the scent is manufac¬ 
tured by Quest, the 
giant fragrance 
house responsible for 
Joop’s Night Flight and 
Thierry Mugler’s Angel, 
Lopata chooses to 
emphasize his person¬ 
al commitment as 
the force behind 
the product, 
giving up 
M a c y ’ s 
counters to 
sell bottles 
out of the 
back of a car. 
Model Drew 
Perfield, 
who appears 
in the print 
advertise¬ 
ment for the 
cologne, is 
driving the 
“Q Mobile” 
around the 
country and 
chatting with 
the common 
people, not 
unlike Bill 
Clinton or the 
Partridge 
Family. In each 
city the Q Mobile 
hits, Lopata will focus 
his distribution efforts on small 
retailers in gay neighborhoods, 
and will also donate ten percent 
of profits to grassroots AIDS 
organizations. He seems to bend 
over backwards to compensate 
for his own heterosexuality, a 
quality generally admirable in 
straight men. 

“All I did was organize it,” 
says Lopata. “I had the big pic¬ 
ture, and I knew how to fill in the 
blanks, but I had no right to. It’s 
the feedback I got from the com¬ 
munity itself that led to this pro¬ 
ject.” 

No matter how grassroots 
Lopata aims to make his scent, 
however, some people will resent 
a straight man using community 
rhetoric to market his product. 
The current alternative, however, 
is the standard industry practice 
that features closeted fragrance 
manufacturers using wink-wink 
tactics to lure gay customers 
without ever risking their hetero¬ 
sexual credentials, and Lopata 
must be commended for taking a 
more upfront route, and support¬ 
ing gay businesses and AIDS 
organizations. 

“I definitely feel like this pro¬ 
ject has drawn a line in the sand 
about really coming up with 
something for the community,” 
he says. “We hope the communi¬ 
ty will embrace this as a commu¬ 
nity-type thing and look at the 
other guys and say, ‘Shame on 
you.’” ▼

Among the compelling facts 
revealed here are that it took three 
tries (Kauai, Malibu and finally an 
artificial lake at CBS Studio 
Center in the San Fernando 
Valley) to come up with the per¬ 
fect visual backdrop for Gilligan’s 
Island (perhaps they should have 
spent more time searching for 
scripts). Also in California, both 
China Beach and M*A*S*H were 
shot at Malibu Creek (not Canyon, 
as the not-always-precise TV Land 
has it) State Park, formerly the

20th Century Fox ranch. 

TV Land provides the number 
of the folks who run the Southfork 
Ranch, the Ewing clan’s home in 
Dallas - if you’re in the area (15 
miles outside of Dallas) and 
you’ve got a few bucks, you can 
visit the Dallas Museum. Sue 
Ellen’s dress for the Cattle 
Baron’s Ball and other essential 
American pop-culture artifacts are 
on display. 


Well, you get the idea. Don’t 
miss the “suicide itinerary,” which 
gives the precise location of John 
Belushi’s OD. (Maybe this book is 
deeper than I thought. Is author 
Robin Keats subtly proposing that 
to overdose is to kill oneself inten¬ 
tionally?) Also listed are the spots 
where Freddie Prinze ( Chico and 
the Man) and George Reeves 
(Superman ) pulled the trigger on 
themselves.

There is some very funny stuff 
in this new book by Funny Gay 
Males, about 50 pages or so, I’d 
say.
